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REPORT. 



The Trnstees of the Lenox Librnry, in compliance with the 
9th section of the act of the 20th January, 1870, entitled " An 
«ct to incorporate the TniBtees of the Lenox Library," requir- 
ing them, in the month of January in each year, to make a 
report to the Legislature for the year ending on the 3l8t day 
of Deceraher preceding, of the condition of the library, of tlie 
funds and other property of the corporation, and of its receipts 
and expenditures during such year, 

REPORT : 
That by the 1st section of the act above referred to, a copy 
of which is hereto annexed, and marked " A," it was declared 
that the number of the trustees shoidd be nine, viz. : James 
Lenox, William IL Aspinwall, Hamilton Fish, Robert Ray, 
Alexander Van Rensselaer, Daniel Huntington, John Fisher 
Sheafe, James Donaldson and Aaron B. Belknap ; and by the 
6th section these were empowered to appoint snch officers as 
their bnsiness might require. At a meeting held on the 28th 
day of January, 1870, the trustees, all of whom had previously 
agreed to serve formally, declared their acceptance of the act, 
and unanimously appointed James Lenox, president, and A. B. 
Belknap, secretary, of the board ; and the president was 
requested to act as treasurer until another might be appointed 
to that office. 
The trustees annex hereto, marked " B," a copy of their 
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l>y-lawB, in order to show the means they ti&ve adopted to 

secure the faithful application of the property and funds 

wliicli may come into their posseseiun tor the ueea of the 

library. 

In compliance with a part of the 2d section of the act of 
incorporation, t)ie trustees, on the 15th day of March last, 
received from the said James Lenox the sum of three hundred 
thonsand dollars in six per cent stocks of the county of New 
York, and in bonds and mortgages on real estate, in the said 
city, hearing seven per cent interest, payable in both 
instances half yearly. On the ITtli day of April following, 
they appropriated one hundred thousand dollars of the city 
stocks toward the formation of a permanent fund, as mentioned 
in the 3d division of the second section ; and according to the 2d 
division of the same section, the balance of the stock and the 
bonds and mortgages, amounting to two hundred thousand 
dollars, were set apart ae a building fund. The interest 
received on these different funds during the year 1870, will 
appear in the statements of the treasurer, hereunto annexed, 
and marked " C." 

By indenture, dated the 17th day of March, 1870, the said 
James Lenox conveyed to the said trustees ten lots of land, 
on the easterly side of the Fifth avenue, in the 19th ward of 
the city of New York, eight of which comprise tlie whole front 
of the block between Seventieth and Seventy-first streets, and 
the two others running across the rear of the first mentioned 
lots. The site is opposite the Central park, and is two hun- 
dred feet and ten inches long, by one hundred and twenty-five 
feet depp. The conveyance was formally accepted by the 
trustees on the 17th day r>f April, 1870, and has been duly 
recorded. 
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Owing to circnmstancee uot uader tbeir control, the trusteeB 
have not been able to proceed tovard tbe erection of the build- 
ing fur tbe library fartber tban to commence: tlie partial exca- 
vation of tbe ground; but they hype that during this winter 
the plan will be matured, and the work commenced early in 
the spring. 

No expenditure of money lias become chargeable to either 
of the funda up to this date.

An Act to incoi'porate the trustees of tlie Lenox Library, 
paBBed January 20, 1870, 

The People of the State of Neto York, represented in Senate 
and Aasetnhly, do enact as foUoxos : 

Section 1. James Lenox, William H. Aspinwall, Hamilton 
Fish, Robert Ray, Alexander Van Rensselaer, Daniel Hunt- 
ington, Jolin Fisher Sheafe, James Donaldson, and Aaron B. 
Belknap and their successors, are hereby created and declared 
to be a body corporate by the name and style of " The Trus- 
tees of the Lenox Library," by which name they and their 
BuccessorB may sue and be ened, plead and be impleaded, con- 
tract and be contracted with, and be known in all courts and 
places whatever; and may also Iiave a common seal, and alter 
the eame at pleasure. 

§ 2. The direction and management of the affairs of the 
said cor]>oration, and the control and dtgpoBal of its )iroperty 
and funds shall be vested in tiie said trustees and their siicccs- 
sore. The number of such trustees shall be nine, and they are 
hereby empowered : 

1st. To receive from the said James Lenox hia collection of 
manuscripts, printed books, engravings and maps, statuary, 
paintings, drawings and other works of art ; also, tho sura of 
$300,000, to be used for the establishment of a public library 
in the city of New York, and snch real estate as he may con- 
vey for a site for the same in the nineteenth ward of the said 
city, in the vicinity of the Central park, which site, witli its 
appurtenances, the said corporation is hereby empowered to 
take and hold in fee simple for the purposes of the said library,

and to be applied Mid used in connection with the Game, and 
tor no other purpose. 

2d. To expend a' portion not exceeding two-thirds of such 
eutn above referred to, in erecting upon the said site a build- 
ing suitable for a public library, and in the purchase of furni- 
ture and other things appertaining to a library for general 
use. 

3d. To invest the residue of such sum for maintaining and 
gradually increasing the said library, and to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of taking care of the same, and of the accommo- 
dation of persons consulting the library ; and in case the income 
of the fund shall, at any time, exceed the amount which the 
said trustees may find useful to expend for the purpoeos above 
named and particularized, then to expend such surplus in pro- 
curing public lectures, to be delivered in connection with the 
library, npon useful subjects of science, history, literature and 
the fine arts, or in promoting, in any other mode, the objects 
of the institution as above expressed ; or, if it become neces- 
sary, in increasing the capacity of the building. 

4th. To direct the expenditure of the funds, the invest- 
ment, safe-keeping and management thereof, and of the pro- 
perty and effects of the said corporation ; also to make such 
ordinances and regulations, from time to time, as the said 
tnistees may think proper for the good order and convenience 
of those who may resort to the library, or use the same ; to 
make such by-laws as may be necessary and convenient in 
conducting the business of the said corporation ; to appoint, 
direct, control, and at their pleasure remove a superintendent 
of the library and all librarians and other persons necessary to 
be employed about the same ; and in general, to have and nse 
all powers and authority necessary for promoting the objects 
of the institution. 

§ 3. The library shall be accessible at all reasonable honrs 
during the day, for general use, free of expense to persons 
resorting thereto, subject only to such control and regulations 
as the said trustee, from time to time, may exercise and estab- 
lish for general convenience. 
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§ 4. All inveetinents of the fande of the said corporation 
sliall be made in bonds secured b; mortga^ of productive real 
estate in tlie cities of Kew York and Brooklyn ; or in the 
public debt of the United States, or of the S'ate of New York, 
or of the cities of New York and Brooklyn ; or portions 
thereof in any of these ways ; except that in the investment in 
said public debts, preference shall be given according to the 
order in which they are herein above named. 

§ 5. The said corporation shalt be snbject to the visitAtion 
of the supreme court of this State for the purpose of prevent- 
ing any mismanagement, waste or breach of truRt. 

§ 6. The said trustees shall elect one of their number, to 
preside over their board, who shall hold such office dnring 
their pleasure; and they may also appoint, and at any time 
remove, a secretary, and any other officers whom their business 
may require. The acts of a majority of the trustees, at auy 
meeting duly notified according to the by-laws, shall be valid. 
Any vacancies in tJie number of the said trustees occurring by 
death, resignation or removal from this State, shall be filled by 
a vote of two-thirds of the remaining trustees. The ti ustees 
shall not receive any compensation for their services, except 
that if any one of their number sliall at any time be superin- 
tendent, he may receive compensation as such. 

% 7. The said corporation may take and bold any additional 
donations, grants, devises or bequests, subject to all the pro- 
visions of law relating to devises or bequests by last will and 
testament, which may be made in further support of said 
library and its collections, or of the lectures on literary and 
scientific objects connected therewith. 

§ 8. The property, real and personal, of the said corporation, 
shall bo exempt from taxation in the same manner as that of 
the other corporaied public libraries of this State. And it 
sliall be the duty of the said trustees to eftect such insurance 
as can be obtained upon the said buildings and library, and 
other property against loss by fire, or otherwise, and pay the 
expense thereof out of the fund mentioned in the third eub- 
divisioD of said second sectieu of this act. 
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% 9. The eaid trustees shall, in the month of January in 
each year, make a report to the Legislature for tlie year end- 
ing on tbe 31st daj of December preceding, of the condition 
of said library, of the funds and other property of the corpo- 
ration, of its receipts and expenditures during such year. 

§ 10. This corporation shall possess the general powers, and 
be subject to the provisions, restrictions and liabilities con- 
tained in tlie third title of tlie eighteenth chapter of the first 
part of the Revised Statutes. 

§ 11. This act sliall take effect immediatelv. 



"B." 

By-Laws. 

Of the Meetinyn of the Board. 

I. Until otherwise provided, the meetings of the board 
shall be convened by the president. Notices of the time and 
place of meeting, addressed to the members, shall be left at 
their respective places of residence, or business, if any, or shall 
be addressed to them tlirougli the post-office, at least forty- 
eight hours before the meeting shall take place. 

II. Regular meetings of the board shall lie iield at the nsuai 
place of meeting, on the first Tuesday of every month, at 
twelve o'clock m., except when it falls on a legal holiday, when 
the day succeeding shall be substituted ; and special meetings 
shall be convened at any other time by the secretary, upon the 
order of the president or at the written re<iue8t of any three 
members of the board, in the manner ai>ove mentioned. 
When special meetings are called, the subject proposed to lie 
considered shall be inserted in the notice to the members, and 
no other subjects shall lie discussed or acted npon at such 
meetings, unless by unanimous consent. In ca^e of the 
absence of the president from any meeting, the members 
present sliall elect one of their number to preside at such 
meeting in his stead. The board may, by resolution, intermit 
the meetings occurring during the months of July, August 
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and Septeml)er. Siicli intenniseiun, however, shall not exceed 
those three regular meetings. 

III. Five 'members sliall constitute a quorum, and when 
Hsseniblcd at the hour notified, tlie president ehall take tlie 
chair. 

IV. The proceedings of the board shall be conducted in the 
manner u#na] willi public deliberative bodies in this State, 

V. The pret-ideiit shall be the judge of order, and Ihh decision 
shall be submitted to without debate. An B|>peai, however, 
may be taken to the board, who shall decide it without debate. 
He shall also, ex officio, be the chairman of all committees, 
unless ortherwise ordered. 

VI. The yeas and nays on any motion or proceeding shall 
be entered on the minutes on the call of any member. 

Of the Superintendent. 

VII. A superintendent shall be appointed at such time as 
the board shall think best, who shall hold his olhcc during the 
pleasure of the board. He shall have the charge of tlie library, 
including the building, and its collections and appurtenances, 
and shall generally regulate and conduct its attairs, subject 
always to the order and direction of the trustees. 

Of the Treasurer. 

VIII. A treasurer also shall be appointed, to hold his office 
during the pleasure of the board, and shall have the custody of 
the securities and vouchers; shall keep the accounts, and pay 
such bills as may be authorized by the board. 

All checks drawn by him shall be countersigned by the 
president, or by such other trustee as the board may appoint 
for that purpose. 

He shall also produce the day-book, check-book and bank- 
book, duly balanced to date, at every stated monthly meeting 
of the board, with a written statement of the receipts and 
expenses for the preceding month. His annual account, with 
the vouchers, shall be submitted at the January meeting in

each year to an auditing cotninittee, to be apiKiinted by the 
board, and to report to it. At the regular meetings in Jan- 
uary, April, July and October, he shall also produce for 
examination all the eecuritiea of the corporation. 

(^ the Seeretary. 

IX. The secretary shall hold hie ofR«e during the pleasnre 
of tlie board, and shall record all its transactions. Ho shall 
have the custody of the seal, and use it under direction of the 
board. He shall also autlienticate any contracts which may 
have been authorized by the board. 

X, Amendments of or additions to these by-laws shall be 
proposed in writing at a regular meeting of the board, and may 
be acted on at its next regular meeting, or at a special meeting 
convened fur that purpose, in the manner pointed out in the 
second by-law.

The Trnstees ef the Lenox Library, in complianoe with the' 
reqniretneiit of the act of incorporation, directing them to 
make to the Legislature, in the month of January in each 
year, a report of their proceeding for tlie year ending on the 
last day of December preceding, 

REPORT : 

That early in die year ibef oommenced preparationa for the 
erection of the library building. Contraota were made, aa far 
as practicable, with different mechanics, and measares taken 
in Jannary for excavating the rook and removing the earth 
from the site; bat aererat nnavoidable delays oecnrred, so 
that the foundation coold not be laid nntil May. The work 
has since been carried on aa rapidly as poeaible, and it was 
hoped that a \>utt of the building at least wonld be ready to 
receive the roof before the season should be so ftu- advanced as 
to make farther progress unadviaable ; but aa the atone was to 
be brought from a distance, and the portion required by the 
workmen was not always at hand when needed, this expecta- 
tion has been disappointed. The edifice has been completed 
to the top of the first story, bnt unless the season should be 
very propitious, no part will probably be nnder roof before the 
spring. 

The library will be 192 feet in length by 114 feet in depth, 
and 101 feet in height from the curb to the top of the roof. 
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The lowest part of the fonndation is fonrteen feet below the 
enrb. The bnilding will, therefore, occupy very nearly the 
whole space on the Fifth avenao between Seventieth and Sev- 
enty-first Btreeta, being set back foar feet five inches on each 
of these two streets. There is a recess in the center on the 
Fifth avenue ninety-aix feet long by forty-two feet deep. The 
work, though slow, has afforded satisfaction to thetmstees; 
the walls are very enbetantial, and every care has been taken 
to make the whole edifice, as far as possible, entirely fire proof. 

The treasurer's statement, appended to this report, will 
show in detail the amount of the receipts, expenditures and 
in veatments during the year: to these the trustees beg leave 
to refer the Legislatore. It waa found necessary to meet the 
demands upon the bnilding fnnd ; and, at the moment, the 
stocks belonging to that fund were the only available snpply. 
Bat the trustees were reluctant to force these to a sale, when, 
in disposing of them, it would be necessary to sabmit to loss. 
In this emeigency, the president proposed to give the further 
pnm of $100,000 to the library, of, which $86,000 should go 
to the bnilding fund, and $64,000 to the permanent fund; 
and that the tmetees should transfer the $64,000 New York 
city six per cent stock, with the interest from the first of 
November last, from the bnilding fund to the permanent 
fond. By this means the former was at once placed in pos- 
session of money to meet all the demands upon it. By the 
payment, subsequently, of one of the bonds and mortgages 
held for the same fnnd, amounting to $28,000, it will be seen 
that there is now in bank a cash balance, in favor of this 
fund, of more than $22,800. 

There are securities amonnting to $113,000 still held for 
acconnt of this fund, while those of the permanent Itind 
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MDonnt to $176,000. These will be found in detail At the 
nd of the treaenrer's Btatemeat. All of which ia reepeet- 
follj sabmitted.

The TrnsteeB of the Lenox Librarj, in accordance 
with the proTiaiona of their act of incorporation, requir- 
ing a report of, the condition of the lAhrary, of the 
Ainds and other property of the corporation, and of 
its receipts and expenditorea daring the year ending 
on the Slat day of December, 1872, respectfolly aubmit 
the following 

REPORT : 

That the work upon the library building haa been 
continned dnring the greater portion of the year, 
slthongh its progress has been less rapid than was 
expected at the -time of the last rei)ort The late 
openijig of the canals, through which all the stone is 
trfuisxtorted, delayed the renewal of active operations 
nntil May, and they have now practically ceased for 
the winter; no portion of the stmcture bdng yet 
actually enclosed, although all parts are well advanced. 

The walls of the north wing have been completed, 
upon which the iron frame-work of its roof has also 
been erected, and the south win^ ^ nearly ready for 
the same work upon that sde, while the walla of the 
centre have also been carried up to the lerel of the 
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cornice on the wings. A considerable quantity of stone 
is now apon the ground, ready for the opportnnity of 
favorable weather in early spriDg, by which time it is 
hoped that all causes of delay may be iinally removed, 
so that the whole may be carried on steadily and with- 
oat interruption until it is finished. In this connection 
the trustees will not withhold the expression of their 
satisfaction with the results so far attained, which gire 
promise of final eaccess in an edifice worthy in all 
respecte of its place and its purpose. 

Since the first announcement of the founding of 
the library, several donations have been ofiered and 
accepted, of which suitable acknowledgments have 
been made, and a record is preserved, from whicfa a 
more formal official recognition may properly find a 
place in future reports upon the condition and progress 
of the library and its collections. 

One of these, however, a recent offering, is so conside- 
rable that the trustees will not refrain from expressing 
at this time their gratefal sense of its value and import- 
ance. Mr. Felix Astoin, a gentleman residing here, has 
made known to the trustees his intention to bestow npoA 
the library his own coUection, made "during a long 
residence in this city, embracing about 6,000 volumes, 
all bound and In an excellent state of preservation, of 
French books, indndii^ the best encyclopedias, works of 
art, and on history, clasps, etc., and probably the most 
complete collection of writings on French bibliography 
that can be found in this country." The trustees have 
accepted Mr. Astoin's liberal proposition with great 
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sataBfaction, net only for the intrinsic Talne of the gift) 
bat recx^^nmng is it a cordial iutimatioD and earnest of 
public interest In the objects of the institntioit, a happy 
omen of public favor, and the precursor of many ^milar 
additions to its treasures. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies 
this report, preeente in detail the acconnt of receipts and 
erpenditures during the year. It will be observed that 
doling the summer months the payments on acconnt of 
the contracts for building were large. To meet these 
payments, a Becond donation has been made by the 
president, of $100,000 to the building fund. The 
securities held for account of this fund, amounting to 
$113,000, have thus remained intact, and there is a pres- 
ent balance to the credit of that fond of $13,066.67. 
The permanent fund now shows an aggr^ate of 
$187,663.06, which includes a cash balance of $6,663.06. 

Mr. James Donaldson, one of the tmstees named in 
the charter of the library, died on the 4th day of June, 
1873. In this brief record, his associates in the board 
desire to express their regard for his memory, and 
sorrow for his loss, as a gentleman of high mental and 
Christian culture, always foithfnl to private and official 
duty. 

At the meeting of the trustees on the 3d of October, 
1872, Mr. George H. Moore, of the eity of New York, 
was unanimously elected a trustee of the library, to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by the death of Mr. Bonaldson. 
At the same meeting Mr. Moore was appointed to the 
office of superintendent, at a 'salary of $5,000, to com- 
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meace with his entering upon its duties. He has 
accepted the appointment and will assame the dntiea' of 
the office in the course of the present year.

The trustees of the Lenox Library, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of their act of incorporation, requiring a report of the condi- 
tion of the library, of the funds and other property of the corporation, 
and of its receipts and expenditures during the year ending on the 
31st day of December, 187S, respectfully sabmit the following 

That the work upon the library building, which was resumed early 
in March last, is still in progress. In order to carry oat the original 
design of the trueteea, it was found necessary to enter into additional 
contracts for stone work, which have been satisfactorily fulfilled in 
the completion of all the exterior walls of the edifice, the massive 
fence before the court, and steps at the main entrance, as well as the 
principal interior stairs. The roof, which is composed wholly of 
iron work, covered with slate laid in cement and fastened with copper 
wire, has also been finished, and with temporary windows and doors 
and weather-boarding for the larger oi)eDings, the building is now 
entirely inclosed. The floor arches, in iron and brick, have been 
turned throughout the building, and the iron work for the ceilings 
completed, so that the greater part is now ready for plastering, which 
will be commenced in early spring, as soon as the state of the weather 
will permit. It has not been deemed advisable to push this portion 
of the work during the winter. The interior iron work in partitions, 
etc., is also now going rapidly forward, and considerable portions of 
other inside work are well in hand or advanced, so that tlie trustees 
are able to look forward with some confidence to the completion of 
the structure within the present year. 

The accompanying statement of the treasurer furnishes a full 
account of the funds of the corporation, and presents, in detail, all 
the items of receipt and expenditure during the year. It will be seen 
that, with the progress of the work, the necessary payments have 
reduced the aggregate amount of the building fund to $16,399.84, 
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iDcltidiDg the balance in bank of $3,299.84. No expeosee haviDgaa 
yet been made chargeable to the pennanent fund, that fund now 
amount?, with the accrued interest, to $199,315.39, of which $316.39 
is casli in bank, the remainder being duly invested in accordance 
with the act of incorporation. 

Donations to the library similar to those generally mentioned in 
the last annual report have been received from time to time daring 
the year, and duly acknowledged. A detailed catalogue of these 
gifts will be given in a future report.

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The Tnistees of the I^nox liibrary, in accordance with the 
provieions of their act of incorporation, requiring a report of tlie 
condition of the library, of the funds and other property of the cor- 
poration, and of itB receipts and expenditures during the year end- 
ing on the 3l8t day of December, 1875, i-espectfully submit the 
following report; 

The library building has been completed during the year and is 
now in course of gradual occupation and interior arrangement for 
its future public use. A beginning has been made in the transfer 
and arrangement of the library and varions collections, and the work 
will be prosecuted with due diligence and regard to their safety 
and permanent security against lose or injury. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and forms a 
part of this report, exhibits a full account of the funds of the cor- 
poration and of its receipteand expenditures during the year. Tlie 
sum of ($85,000) eighty-five thousand dollars has been received in 
gifts from the president during that time, cliiefly in aid of the build- 
ing fund, the account of which has now been closed by the transfer 
of a small balance to the permanent fund. The investments of this 
fund remain unchanged, and the account shows a balance in bank 
at the end of the year, al^r the payment of expenses to the amount 
of ($8,117.43) eight thousand one hundred and seventeen dollars 
and forty-three cents, of ($6,009.53) six thousand nine hundred and 
nine dollars and fifty-three cents. 

Mr, William II. Aspinwall, one of the Trustees named in the 
charter of the library, died in the city of New York on Monday, 
the ISth of January, 1875, in the 68th year of his age. Hia asso- 
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ciateB in the board received the announcement of this event with a 
Bense of regret for their loas, and grateful regard for his memory, 
which can be but imperfectly expressed in this brief and formal 
record. 

As lieretofore, the donations to the library received during the 
year have been dnly acknowledged, and will be included in the cat- 
alogue to be given in a future report.

ing the year ending on the Slst day of December, 1876, respect- 
fully submit the following 

REPORT. 

That the work of occupation and interior arrangement of 
the building for public use has been continued through the 
year, and the greater portions of the various collections have 
already been placed in the library, to which their removal has 
been effected without loss or damage. 

The trustees are not yet prepared to report in detail upon 
the " manuscripts, printed books, engravings and maps, statu- 
ary, paintings, drawings and other works of art," which, in 
accordance with the original terms of the charter, have been 
received from the fonnder of the institution. 

Considerable time will yet be required for the permanent 
arrangement of the collection, and the preparation of a com- 
plete and accurate working catalogae, to render its treasares 
available. 

The arrangement of the sculpture and picture galleries has 
been completed, and the exhibition will be opened to the public 
on the fifteenth day of January, instant. A list of the paint- 
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ings and sculptures exhibited to the pnblic accompanies and 
forma a part of this report. (See Appendix B.) The regula- 
tions established by the trustees are intended to enable the 
officers of the institution to exercise a proper control of the 
admiasiouB, with a view to the convenience and comfort of 
visitors, as well as a due regard to the security and preserva- 
tion of the treasures intrusted to their keeping. The rarity 
of many, and the uncommon value of most of these, which 
will be recognized as ^ving peculiar character and interest to 
this library, impose a corresponding responsibility upon those 
who are charged with their care and protection, as well as the 
duty of making them accessible and useful to the public. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and 
foi-ms a part of this report (see Appendix A), exhibits a full 
account of the funds of the corporation and of its receipts 
and expenditures during the year. The sum of twenty tboa- 
sand dollars of New York city seven per cent stock having 
become due and payable on the 1st day of November, 1876, 
has been received and reinvested as follows, viz. : 

Fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) in New York city sixes 
of 1885, and ($5,000) five thousand dollars in New York city 
fives of 1926, both bearing interest from November 1, 1876. 
The other investments of the permanent fund -remain un- 
changed. 

The resources of the institution have been increased by the 
additional gifts from the president of ten thousand dollars 
for the binding fund and t**n thousand dollars for the book 
purchasing fund, in which connection the trustees have also 
to acknowledge his payments, to an amount not specified, of 
the entire expenses of book-cases, furniture, etc., in the north 
wing, the decoration of the sculpture and picture galleries, and 
important additions to construction in the upper portion of the 
building, which insure greater comfort and security in its use. 

At the regular meeting in January, 1876, Mr. James Lenox 
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having resigned as treasurer, Mr. Aaron B. Belknap was dnly 
appointed to that office, and apoa his resignation as secretary 
Mr. (xeorge H. Moore was dnly appointed as hie snccessor.

The Trast«ea of the Lenox Library, in accordance, with the 
provisions of their act of incorporation requiring a report of 
the condition of the library, of the fnnds and other property 
of the corporation, and of its receipts and expenditorea daring 
the year ending on the Slst day of December, 1877, respect- 
fnlly submit the following report : 

That daring the year some progress has been made in the 
preparation of the general working catalogae of the collection 
in all its varions departments, of whiclt the final arrangements 
for exhibition and ase will be speedily completed. The first 
of a series of contribations to a catalogae of the library has 
been printed, embracing a thoroagh and carefal collation of 
the different editions of the Voyages of Halslaa and of other 
Hnlaiana. It is intended that others shall follow, famishing 
minnte and accnrate descriptions of varione portions of the 
library, remarkable for their rarity, completeness and special 
value ; such as the Jesuit Relations, the Voyages of De Bry 
and the magnificent collection of Bibles in all languages, which 
itlnetrate the entire history of the art of printing, from that 
marvellous monamental record of its birth, known as the 
Mazarine Bible, through all its later and hardly less wonder- 
ful progress to this day. 

Agreeably to the announcement in the report submitted to 
the Legislature in January last, t^e exhibition of paintinga and 
sculptures was opened to the public on the 15th January, 1877, 
and continued on Mondays and Tborsdays nntil the first of 
March, and afterwards on Mondays and Fridays to the end of 
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June, when it was closed for the aammer. The continued 
occDpatioa of the building by mechanics and workmen 
employed upon the improvements mentioned in another part 
of this report, made it necessary to defer the reopening until 
the first of December, when an additional apartment was also 
thrown open to the public for the exhibition of rare books, 
MSS., etc., selected for the purpose. It is not too much to say 
that no such opportunity to view some of the richeat treasures 
of bibliography has ever been offered before in this country ; 
indeed, in some respects it is without a parallel even in Europe, 
in the midst of centuries of accumulation. 

The collection of pictures has been further enriched by the 
addition of four works presented by Mr. John Fisher Sheafe : 

1. View of Tivoli, the Villa of Maecenas and the Campagna, 
by C. Lavale. 

2. The Temple of the Sybil, Tivoli, by Copley Wilson. 

3. A Storm off the Island of Capri in the Mediterranean, by 
G. F. Hamilton, 1831) ; and 

4. A View near Boumont on the descent to the I^ike of 
Geneva, Switzerland, part of the Jura Mountains in the dis- 
tance ; also by Copley Wilson ; and from the president of the 
board of trustees, the charming portrait of Lady Belhaven, by 
the late Sir Henry Baebum, R. A., and president of the Royal 
Academy of Scotland. 

During the year tickets have been issued on application for 
the admission of more than 15,000 persons, a number which 
indicates extraordinary public curiosity and interest, especially 
in view of the distance of the library from the present centre 
of population. The system adopted for admission by ticket 
has proved snccessful and safe, although the only applications 
disregarded have been such as were anonymous or unxeasoD- 
able. No loss or damage has occurred to the property of the 
corporation and the conduct of visitors has been without 
exception correct. They seem to be much impressed by the 
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tone and character of the exbibition ; and there is no room for 
doabt as to tbe prevailing Bense of grateful pleasure and real 
satisfaction among the people who have availed themselves of 
their privilege to visit the library. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies aod forms 
a part of this report, exhibits a full account of the funds of 
the corporation, and of its receipts and expenditures during 
the year. The investments of the funds heretofore reported, 
remain unchanged excepting by the addition of 110,000 to the 
peimanent fund, of which one-half is placed in United Statt^s 
ten-forty registered bonds, and the other half in Unit«d States 
four and a-half per cent registered bonds. 

The trustees have again to renew t^ielr acknowledgments to 
tbe president of the board for payments to an amount not 
specified, of the entire expenses of additional fittings and fur- 
niture for the library ; plate glass cases for the exhibition 
under suitable protection, of rare books, MSS. and other 
objects of interest, cabinets for the reception and arrangement 
of engravings and illustrated books of large size, etc. To 
these are to be added important improvements made in the 
condition of the building and its appurtenances, the necessity 
of which had become apparent in its practical use and the 
value of which is very great to the library. 

At the meeting of the trustees on the 1st of March, 1877, Mr. 
Robert Lenox Kennedy was unanimously elected a trustee of 
the library, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of the 
late Mr. William H. Aspinwall, on» of the trustees named in 
the charter.

The Trustees of the Lenox Library, in accordaBce with the provioions 
of their act of incorporation requiring a report of the condition of the 
library, of the funds and other property of the corporation, and of its 
receipts and expenditures during the year ending on the Slst day of 
December, 1878, respectfully submit the following report : 

That the condition of the library is substantially the same as hereto- 
fore reported. No loss or damage of any kind has occurred in any 
department of its collections ; and the improvemente in the building 
and its appurtenances, alluded to in the last year's report, have been 
supplemented by additional protection in the roof, which from its extent 
and character is the most serious point of exposure in this peculiar cli> 
mate — water being an element of danger to boohs and M881 hwdly leas 
to be dreaded than fire. 

Great progress has been made towards the completion of the general 
working catalogue of the library in all its departments, and the special 
contributions to its bibliography are in active preparation — that con- 
cerning the Jesuit Helations being now in press. Probably no collection 
in this country has ever more seriously taxed the resources of biblio- 
graphy, or furnished subjects for such minute and careful research into 
the mysteries of the world of books, which, although created within five 
centuries, offers unexplored territories and fields of discovery of curious 
interest and apparently unlimited extent. No labor can surpass the 
materials furnished in this collection. They are of the highest interest 
and importance, whether we regard the works and objects themselves 
which are to be described, or the precious memoranda of the collector, 
which are preserved in and with them, indicating or embodying the 
results of many years of careful study. 

The exhibition of paintings, sculptures, rare books and MSS. has been 
continued on Mondays and Fridays during the year, excepting the 
summer recess from July to September. No change has been found 
necessary or advisable in the system adopted for admiedon, and, while 
the flood of visitors attracted by the notoriety given to ito first opening 
through the public press has somewhat abated, there is a steady and 
growing permanent interest manifested which indicates a just apprecia- 
tion of the design of the institution as well as the character and value 
of its various collections. 
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In the month of April, the collection of paintinga on porcelain, enam- 
els, mosaics, etc. — flfty-nlne in number — wae transferred to tha library, 
where they were immediately arranged and added to the exhibition ia 
an additional apartment, first opened to the public in May. A cata^ 
logue of these interesting works of art is appended to this reportt of 
which it forms a part. (Appendix B.) 

The transfer of his collections has been further continued by the 
president in the safe removal to the library of rare vases and other forms 
of porcelain, enamel and glass ; carved ivories ; carvings in wood, stag- 
horn, etc, ; carefully studied and admirably executed models in antique 
marble and alabaster of famous architectural works and remains of 
ancient art; various objects in bronze, etc.: more than one hundred in 
number, of which the complete description and arrangement for exhibi- 
tion is awaiting further additions of a similar character not yet placed 
in the library. 

At the November meeting of the board, the superintendent announced 
the gift of the "Duyckinck Collection" — the library of the late Mr. 
Evert A. Duyckinck, who died in the city of New York on Tuesday, the 
13tb day of August, 1878. He had previously, on the 21st day of May, 
communicated his intention and wishes to the superintendent who, 
after consultation with the president of the board, received from Mr. 
Duyckinck a few days laler (May 29, 1878) the first instalment of the 
collection, embracing full files of the Athenaum, Saturday Review, 
London Graphic, Illustrated London News, Illustrated Times, etc. His 
failing health and strength prevented further transfers before his death ; 
but his widow vrill in due time cany out the wishes of Mr. Duyckinck 
by placing the whole in the possession of the trustees; a collection of 
singular value, interest and importance. 

The galleries of art have been further enriched by the addition of two 
works, presented by the president of the board of trustees : the "Por- 
trait of a gentleman," painted in 1823, by Charles R. Leslie ; and 
"La Souris Echappf-e," by Ferd. de Braekeleer, the elder; and the 
admirable statue of Lincoln, by Thomas Ball ; presented by Mr. Robert 
Lenox Kennedy. 

Mr. Kennedy has still further signalized his interest in the library by 
securing for its future possession one of the che/d^teuvres of modern Euro- 
pean art, as illustrated in the recent Paris exposition, in the noble picture 
of " Blind Milton dictating Paradite Lost to kis Datighlers" by Munkacsy. 
The tnistees refrain from saying more at this time in anticipatiou of this 
magnificent gift, but can hardly say less, in view of the announcements 
of the public press. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and forms a part 
of this report, exhibits a full account of the funds of the corporation, and 
of its receipts and expenditures during the year. The investmente of 
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the fands heretofore reported remain unchanged, excepting by the 
investment of $5,000 from the current income of the permanent fund, 
which has been added to that fund, and placed in United States four 
and a half per cent registered bonds, increasing the total amount of the 
funds of the corporation to 9^7,000. {Appendix A.) 

Mr. Alexander Van Rensselaer, one of the trustees named in the 
charter of the libraiy, died in the city of New York on Wednesday, the 
8th day of May, 1878, in the 64th year of his age. 

This formal record of his death, and brief expression of regret for the 
loss sustained by the library, in common with other institutions to which 
he devoted a large share of his time and attention, are all which are 
permitted by the character and limite of this report.

The TrnBtees of the Lenox Library, in accordance with the provi- 
gionaof their act of incorporation requirinj^ a report of the condition 
of the library, o£ the funds and other property of the corporation, and 
of its receipts and expenditures during the year ending on the 31st of 
December, 1879, respectfully submit the following report : 

That they have no changes to announce in the condition of the 
library as stated in their last report. The improvements in tlie build- 
ing and its appurtenances there noticed, have proved to be substantial, 
as well as important. 

The progress in the general catalogue of the library has been steadily 
continued. Four of the special contributions to its bibliography have 
DOW been printed, viz. : 

No. III. The Voyages of Thevenot, etc. 
IV. Budjbd'b Pilgrim's Progresa, etc. 

The fifth, embracing the works of Shakespeare and Shakeapear- 
iana, ie now in the hands of the printer; and others are in a stage 
of preparation which warrants the expectation of their speedy com- 
pletion. 

It is not too much to say that these issues have been received with 
great interest and cordial approbation by the scholars for whom the 
results of such studies are chiefly valuable, and to whom the real use of 
such collections as they describe is and miist always be mainly restricted. 
In the hands of others, these precious treasures would inevitably " perish 
in the using;'' and all the patient weary waiting, anxiety, zeal, en- 
thusiasm, time and money of the most competent, diligent and snc- 
cessful collector would be absolutely without lasting fruit. 

If it be true that " the first intellectual task of our age is rightly to 
order and make serviceable the vast realm of printed material which 
four centuries have swept across our path ; " a problem quite as diflicult 
of solution is offered in the question, how to secure and preaerre the 
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choicest moouments and memorials of the typographic art and the 
historic past. The gems of bibliography, garnered op in great collec- 
tions, achieved through infinite pains and poecible only to those who 
can command both means and time with opportunity, must be pro- 
tected by strict regulation and careful administration. 

If America is ever to have in her principal cities the great libraries 
which make the highest learning, art and scholarship possible, by fur- 
nisiiing the necessary apparatus for the student, the artist and the 
scholar, Americans must learn some of those salutary lessons of self- 
restraint so familiar to the peoples of Europe, which protect such col- 
lections from the injuries of carelessness, ignorance and conceit. 

A very important addition to the library has been made in the gift 
by the president of liis purchases from the collection of the late Mr. 
George Brinley, of Hartford, Connecticut — a collection famous for its 
strength in ATnericana, and especially in that portion which has been 
sold, embracing the colonial. State and local history of New England. 
Probably no such mass of the earliest productions of the American 
press within the present limits of the United States has ever l>efore 
been brought together; certainly none has ever before been oftered tor 
sale. Mr. Lenox secured the most important volmnes in the collection 
(not already in his library), which supplied great 'i^tsif^rofa, several of 
them beiug choice copies of works of extreme rarity, and among the 
most valuable of all those known as Americana, The purchases thus 
made for this library worthily supplement the splendid series of the 
incunabula ot this continent already in the possession of Mr. 
Lenox, and whoever may hereafter attempt to write the history of the 
art of priming in the western world must have recourse to bis col- 
lection. 

The transfer of the " Duyckinck Collection " has been continued at 
intervals during the year, and several thousand volumes are already 
placed in the library. A still larger number are awaiting removal, and 
it is understood that nearly all She remainder will follow within a short 
time. It would be premature to attempt any thing like a description 
of this rollection, but it isproj)er to say that it will undoubtedly prove 
to !>e an important acquisition in supplementing special collections 
already in the library, as well as adding important series to which Mr. 
Duyckinck was assiduously devoted as a collector for many years. One 
of these, the Cruikshank collection, is notably among the beet known, 
and the materials for the history and illustration of American literature 
are copious and very valuable. 

Among other gifts to the library during the year, the trustees have to 
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acknowledge the liberality of the Hon. Robert 0, Winthrop, of Boston, 
Massachusetts, in his rich presents of antograph letters of John Eliot, 
"the apostle to the Indians," and Roger Williams, the champion of 
religions liberty, besides those of his own ancestors, so well known and 
distinguished in New England history, as the ek er and the younger 
Winthrop ; fully recognizing the fact that these precious personal 
memorials of the great puritan leaders can be nowhere morefitly placed 
than side by side with the treasures of American Itteratnre and biblio- 
graphy preserved in the library, to repeat and emphasize their honored 
story for generationsltojcome. 

TTie conspicuous and memorable addition to the art gallery alluded 
to in last year's report has been received from Mr. Robert Lenox Ken- 
nedy — -the picture of " Blind Milton dictating Paradise Lost to his 
Daughters," by Michael Mnnk&csy. The resolution of acknowledgment 
by the board of trustees indicates their appreciation of this singularly 
interesting gift, characterizing it as " a work which illustrates one of 
the grandest triumphs of English literature, and commemorates one of 
the grandest names in English history." and at the same time empha- 
uzing their " recognition of the peculiar value and fitness of such s 
picture for the library in which is preserved so full and rich a collection 
of the works and 'hallowed reliques' of the great puritan poet." 

To Mr, Charles Sedelmeyer, of Paris, under whose auspices the 
Mnnk&csy Milton was so successfully exhibited in the principal cities 
of Europe, the trustees are indebted for the bronze bust of the artist, 
by E. Barrias, which has been placed at the entrance of the picture 
gallery. 

The exhibition of paintings, sculptures, rare books and MSS. has 
been continued on Mondays and Fridays during the greater part of 
the year. The opening of the gallery after the summer recess was 
delayed by the arrangements for the reception of the " Milton," and in 
order to gratify the public interest in this famous picture, the library 
was opened for visitors to the art collections every week day in No- 
vember and December, from 11 a.m. to 4 p. m. During that time the 
admissions issued solely on application amounted to thirteen thousand 
two hundred and sixty-six. 

The changes in arrangement made necessary by the additions to the 
library in it* various departments have compelled a temporary inter- 
mption to the exhibition of rare books and MSS., etc., but this will 
be speedily renewed, with lai^ additions, for which the necessary 
cases have been recently provided by the president. There are twenty 
additional table easee, expressly for the exhibition of books and mann- 
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scripts, which will not only accommodate a much larger uumber of 
these interesting objects than has been heretofore posBible, but leave 
the upright cases free for the arrangement of the various objects of art, 
porcelains, ivories, mosaics, etc., for which they were intended. 

Further additions have been made by the president in continuing the 
tranaferof his varions collections to the library, which is still in progress. 

The attention already given by the public to the exhibition of these 
objects, as well as the paintings and sculptures belonging to the library, 
is an earnest of geanioe popular interest in the institution. It cannot 
justly fail to result in an acknowledgment of the educational value of 
such exhibitions as can be made under protection, and without undue 
rialc of damage or loss. 

It is intended that no long time shall now elapse before the library 
will be made accessible to readers, and open to the public as ftilly as 
may be consistent with its proper security and preservation. Its ad- 
ministration will be suited to its character as a library for study and 
reference, and not at all for casual or general miscellaneous reading. 
It consists chiefly of important and rare works or editions — books 
adapted for the inquiries and studies in special departments, of well- 
educated men. All such will acquiesce in the result of the practical 
experience of those who have been most familiar with the great librariea 
of the world ; which has taught them that " it ought never to be 
attempted to use as a popular library, the library intended in the first 
instance for a superior class of readers." 

Mr. Robert Ray, one of the trustees named in the charter of the 
library, died in the city of New York, on Tuesday, the 4th day of 
March, 1879, in the 84th year of his age. The formal record of his 
death, with a brief expression of regret for the loss sustained by the 
library and passing tribute of respect for his memory, imperfectly 
suggest the high regard in which he was held by his associates in the 
board, and his fellow citizens of New York. 

At the meeting of the trustees on the 6th of April, 1879, Mr. Fred- 
erick Sturgea was unanimously elected a trustee of the library, to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by the death of the late Mr. Alexander Van 
Rensselaer, one of the trustees named in the charter. 

At the meeting of the trustees on the 6th of March, 1879, Dr. S, 
Austin AUibone, of the city of Philadelphia, was appointed librariaD, 
at a salary of five thousand dollars per annnm, payable quarterly, and 
his service in that office commenced on the first of May following. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and forms a part 
of this report, exhibits a full accoant of the funds of the oorpontioD, 
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as well as its receipts and expenditures during the year. The iuvest- 
ments of the funds, heretofore reported, remain nnchanged, excepting 
by the exchange of five thousand dollars United States ten-forties for a 
like amount of four and a half per cents, registered, and the recent 
payment of the bond of Thomas Murphy, etc., thirty thousand dollars, 
which is now deposited in th« Chemical National Bank, awaiting re- 
investment.

The Trostees of the Lenox Library, in accordance with the provi- 
sions of their act of incorporation reqniring a report of the condi- 
tion of the Library, of the t'uiids and other property of the corpora- 
tion, and of its receipts and expenditures during the year ending on 
tlic Slstof December, 1880, reapectfnlly submit the following report: 

Soon after the date of the last annual report, the Library met with 
the most serious loss it could encounter, in the death of its founder, 
while still engaged in the transfer and arrangement of the collec- 
tions, whose accumulation had been the work of a life-time. Few 
men have opportunity for the accomplishment of such a design as 
his ; and the number is still smaller of those who have the generous 
wisdom to anticipate the term of possession, and direct in person 
the execution of a purpose so beneficent. The. rich gifts of fortune 
are rarely controlled by the heart to conceive and the hand to con- 
trive such noble works among the children of men. 

His primary purpose, the permanent security and preservation of 
his own matchless collections, has been fulfilled in the establishment 
of the Library for public use and benefit, under sach regulations as 
may insure their worth and continuance. The development of his 
further plans and their necessary modifications must now depend on 
others. Should the resources of the Library be so increased hereafter 
as to warrant any conaiderable extension in its various departments, 
tiiose who are charged with its admin (btration can safely pursue their 
work in the direction he has so clearly indicated. 

At a meeting of the trustees on Tliursday, April 1st, 1880, the 
following memorial notice was ordered to be entered on their 
minutes, and a copy to be furnished to the press for publication : 



"James Lenoz, the founder of the Lenox Library and first presi- 
dent of its board of trustees, died at home in his native city of New 
York, on the 17th day of February, 1880, in the eightieth year of 
his age. 
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" His surviving associates in the board record tills event witli a 
personal sorrow that is only mitigated by their abiding sense of the 
completeness of his life, and the perfection of his life's work. Of 
the character and incidents of hia career, his own invincible 
modesty has made it well nigh impossible to speak ; but as his name 
will be honored through generations to come, history will care- 
fully gather and preserve the memorials of his good works, among 
her choicest examples of wisdom and virtue. 

"Of gentle birth and life, his education was appropriate to his 
station and inheritance. It was enlarged by rare opportunities of 
foreign travel, with wide and manifold experience and observation 
of men and things. In every relation of life his influence was 
that of a thorough Christian gentleman, inspired by the sense of 
duty, and governed by the obligations of justice. Bred in the 
ancestral home school of absolute Christian faith, his whole life was 
devoted to the e.Kercise of Christian charity, and his death was in the 
triumph of Christian hope. 

" The visible monuments of his liberality, substantial and impress- 
ive as they are, undoubtedly bear small proportion to those widely 
scattered and generous benefactions which have made glad the 
hearts of many in many lands, as those silent tides of benevolence 
have quietly ilowed into many waste and desert places, of whose 
metes and bounds there is no earthly record. 

"This Library is the lasting monument of his devotion to history, 
literature and art. Its rich collections are literally personal memo- 
rials of his loving and faithful labors in those perennial fields of 
noblest culture. It was the charm of his youth, the delight of his 
marihood, the comfort of his age ; and, aa he has given it his name, 
it will be the glory of his memory hereafter. Of all his public 
works, it is the noblest and most conspicuous which he has intrusted 
to our watchful care and guardianship. In its charter and estab- 
lishment he has clearly indicated the principles which should govern 
its administration ; and the tideltty with which his trnsts continae 
to i)e secured and protected will prove the permanent measure of its 
value." 



Mr. Aaron B. Belknap, one of the trustees named in the charter 
of the Library, and treasurer of the board, died suddenly at Keokuk, 
Iowa, while on hia way home from the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, on the 4th day of June, 1880, in the sixty- 
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fourth year of Mb age. Hie lose bae inspired a sincere and lasting 
regret for an honored aseociste, whose varied and valuable services, 
as well as his private and social virtues, will continue to be held in 
grateful remembrance hy all his fellow members in the board. 

At the stated meeting in March, 1880, Mr. Robert Lenox Ken- 
nedy was unanimously elented president of the board of truBtees, 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of Mr. Lenox. 

At the stated meeting in April, 1880, Mr. Alexander Maitland 
was unanimously elected a trustee of the Library, to fill the vai'aney 
occasioned by the death of Mr. Lenox. 

At the stated meeting in October, 1880, Mr. Alexander Maitland 
was appointed treasurer, in place of Mr. Aaron B. Belknap, de- 
ceased. 

At the stated meeting in December, 1880, Dr. James Lenox 
Banks was unanimously elected a trustee of the Library, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of Mr, Belknap. 

The condition of the Library remains the same as heretofore 
stated in previous reports to the Legislature, without loss or damage 
in any department. 

The exhibition of paintings and sculptures, etc., has been con- 
tinued, as heretofore reported, on Tuesdays and Fridays, during the 
greater part of the year. The temporary interruption to the exhibi- 
tion of rare books and manuscripts, referred to in the last report, 
was followed by the reopening on the 11th May last of the apart- 
ments in the north wing of the Library, where are shown, besides 
the collection of porcelain pictures described in a former communi- 
cation to the Legislature, numerous objects of art, vases, ivories, 
mosaics, as well as the specimens of rare books and manuscripts 
already found to be of great interest to the public. 

The reading-room in the south wing was also thrown open to 
the public for the first lime, for the exhibition of the much greater 
number of similar selections from the treasures of the Library, which 
now fill the series of eases arranged for their reception in that spa- 
cious apartment. Although the Library has not yet been open to 
readers, the principal reading-room has thuB been added to the Berlee 
of apartments accessible to visitors on days of exhibition. An 
array of interesting objects is thns placed on view which may fairly 
challenge a comparison with any, even among the oldest, European 
collections. As by far the greater portion of these treasures must 
always be for exhibition in general, rather than for absolute use by 
the multitude, attracted by curiosity to cursory inspection rather than 
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critical examination ; the trustees have a genuine pleasure in the cod- 
firmation which experience has furnished of the higli estimate they 
bavji placed upon the educational value and important influence of 
these and similar exhibitions. 

At some future day, the information which is constantly, readily 
and cheerfully furnished to all visitors and inqtiirers may take a 
more definite, enlarged and permanent — form in such discourses and 
readings on these objects of hibliographji, literature, archteology and 
art, as are contemplated in the provisions of the charter referring to 
public lectures to be delivered in connection with the Library, 

During the past year, the adcnissions issued solely on application 
amounted to nineteen thousand nine hundred and tifty-seven. 

The transfer of further portions of the Duyckinek collection has 
been made to the extent of several thousand volumes, which fully 
justify the expectationsof the trustees wilJi regard to this important 
addition to the Library, 

The work of catahiguitig and arrangement has been steadily pur- 
sued during the year. The liftli of the series of " Contributions to the 
Catalogue of the Lenox Library — the works of Simkespeare, etc.," 
has been issued from the press, and others will speedily follow. 
Dr. AUibone's work upon the Shakespeare collection in this Library 
is a conspicuous contribution, not only to its catalogue, but to the 
history of English literature. 

The statement of the Treasurer, which accompanies and forms a 
part of this report, exhibits a full account of the funds of the cor- 
poration, as well as its receipts and expenditures during the year. 
The changes in investment of any portion of the ftuids will be 
readily observed upon examination of details in the statement. The 
securities belonging to the Permanent Fund have been increased by 
the receipt from Miss Lenox, as executrix of Mr, Lenox, of five 
United States four per cent bonds, for $10,000 each, registered in 
the name of "James Lenox, President Board of Trustees of the 
Lenox Library."

The Tnisteos of the I>nox Library, in accordance with the pro- 
vieione of their act of incorporation requiring a report of the con- 
dition of tlie library, of the fanda and other property of the corpo- 
ration, and of its receipts and expenditures dnring the year ending 
on the i^lst of December, 1S81, respectfully submit the following 

REPORT : 

Thai the coudition of the library building has been greatly im- 
proved during the past year, not only by careful and minute exami. 
nation and repair of its entire exterior walls and openings, but also 
by alterations in its interior arrangements for use and service, sug- 
gested by experience and skillfully adapted to its wants with entire 
success. In respect to heating and ventilation, great advantages 
have been secured at comparatively small expense. The radiating 
surface of steam coils in the two large ventilating shafts has been 
more than doubled in extent and effect, and many of the minor 
openings have been enlarged and made available to promote free 
and healthful circulation in all the air passages throughout the 
whole building. These interior improvements have all been made 
without additional expense, excepting the cost of materials, and 
although the results cannot be fnlly tested except upon continued 
use, their value is already distinctly proved. 

The exigencies of the climate present a formidable problem to 
our architects in the treatment of roofs, and the great extent and 
peculiar constrnction of that of the library has been the source of 
some anxiety, water being second only to fire in the list of enemies 
to books. 

The condition of the library in all its departments and special 
collections is unchanged since the last report. No loss or damaga 
whatever is known to have occurred to any part of thetn. A 
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large niimber of books are now ready for binding, which will be 
forwarded early in tbe present year. 

Tlie work in the library is constantly advancing, and tliat to 
which attention has been chJeHy given during the past year, the gen- 
eral register or catalogue, now embraces the greater part of all the 
collections. The sixth of theserieB of contribntions to their special 
bibliography, containing the collation of the different editions of the 
works of Milton, Miltoniana, etc., has been printed. Two others 
are already in type and will follow in due order. That of the Wal- 
tonian collection will describe all the books upon fish, fishing, etc., 
embracing a complete series of all the editions of Walton and Cot- 
ton, and including the angling library of Mr. Thomas Westwood, 
purchased by Mr. Lenox in 1873, 

The most important additions to the library dnring the year have 
been some very vahiable works which (like the famous vellum Du- 
randne of 1457, the tliird book printed with a date,) were among 
the last purcbaRes of Mr. Lenox, besides the continuations and 
supplements to serial pnblications fottning part of his collections, 
as well as a large number of objects of interest for the cabinet. 
Further portions of the Diiyckiiick collection arc also packed for 
transfer to the library. 

A striking addition to the picture gallery is the gift of the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Kohert Lenox Kennedy, an original contemporary por 
trait of John Milton, known as the Lamb portrait, from its having 
been for many years in the possession of Charles Lamb, who cher- 
ished it with peculiar and characteristic reverence, and made it the 
subject of frequent allusions in his correspondence and intercourse 
with his friends. Apart from the assurance of its positive value as 
a genuine portrait from life of the great Puritan poet, noble memo- 
ries cluster about this precious relic of historic art in the midst of 
the associations recalled by the names of Ooleridgo, Southey, Words- 
worth and all the friends of Elia. The portrait has been placed, 
with Mr. Lenox's copy of Leiy's Cromwell, side by side with Mun- 
kacsy's great picture of " Blind Milton dictating Paradise Lost to 
his daughters," the previous gift of Mr. Kennedy. 

The library has been open for the exhibition of paintings, sculp- 
tures, books, manuscripts, etc., on Tuesdays and Fridays during the 
greater part of the year, and during the month of December on 
Saturdays, also. For these exhibitions tickets were issued, on ap- 
plication under the rule, for nineteen thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-three admissions. The largest number of visitors in any one 
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daj- was eleven hundred, on the anniversary of Washington's birth- 
day. 

The atateinciit vi' tlie treasurer, which accompanies and tbrins a 
part of this report, exhibits a full accoimt of the funds of the cor- 
poration, as well as its receipts and expenditures during the year. 

The series of reports heretofore submitte.d to the Legislature by 
the tmstees has distinctly pointed out the general character of the 
collections which form the library intrusted to their care and direc- 
tion, and a careful consideration and review of the details presented 
will indicate whatmayjustly be expected from its due administration. 
The library difEcrs entirely from most public libraries. It is not 
a great general library, intended in its endowment and present equip- 
ment for the use of readers in all or most of the departments of 
human knowledge. Many of those departments are not represented 
at all, or if at all, in the most concise works of general reference, 
but with nothing like fullness and completeneeis in the apparatus 
necessary for thorough work by the stndent in those departments 
Beyond its special collections it should be regarded as supplementary, 
to others more general and numeroup and directly adapted to popu- 
lar use. It is not like the British mugeiim, but rather like the 
Grenville collection in the British museum, or perhaps still more 
like the house and museum of Sir John Soane in Lincoln's Inn 
Fields, ill London, both lasting monuments of the learning and lib* 
erality of their honored founders. Thus, while the library does not 
profess to be a general or universal collection of all the knowledge 
stored up in the world of books, it is absolutely without a peer or a 
rival here in the special collections to which the generous taste and 
liberal scholarship of its founder devoted his best gifts of intellectual 
ability and ample resources of fortune. It represents the favorite 
studies of a life-time consecrated, after due offices of religion and 
charity, to the choicest pursuits of literature and art. 

It would be diihi-nlt to estimate the value or importance of these 
marvellous treasures, whose exhibition, hitherto only in part, has 
cltallenged the admiration of all scholars and given a new impulse 
to those studies for which they famish an apparatus before unseen 
in America. 

The world of books opens an infinite and endless range for the 
scholar, and the greatest libraries yet known in history represent 
parts only of the great divisions of human knowledge. The specu- 
lations of bibliographers have hardly hesitated even at the barriers of 
the deluge, and the libraries of the antediluvians have been die- 
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cnased &linoBt na contideiitly ae die wonderful collectione of the un- 
dents within the limits of recorded history, all of which periehed 
centuries before the greatest of human iDventions flashed upon the 
world in the art of printing. The Alexandrian libraries, whose real 
disasters have always stirred the sympathy of scholars, in spite of 
the fables which have clung abont their history, and the more valu- 
able libraries involved in the niin ol the Roman empire, could h&ve 
contained but a small fraction of the wit and wisdom of the teach- 
ers of ancient knowledge. 

The countless myriads of volumes produced in the past four cen- 
turies of printing with movable types, have left in all the libraries 
of all the nations conaparatively fewmoniiinonts or even memortale 
of so many eager, or patient, or weary generations of men wiiose 
works have followed tliem, when they have rested from their labors. 

The Lenox library was osublished for the public exhibition and 
scholarly use of some of fhe most rare and precious of such monu- 
ments and memorials of the typographic art and the historic past as 
have escaped the wreck and been preserved to this day. That exhi. 
bition and use must be governed by regulations which will insure to 
the fullest extent the security and preservation of the treasures in- 
trusted to our care, in the enforcement of which the trustees antici- 
pate the sympathy and cooperation of all scholars and men of let- 
ters, through whose use and labors alone the public at large must 
chiefly derive real and permanent benefits from this and all similar 
institutions.

The Trustees of the Lenox Library, in accordance with the pro- 
vimone of their act of incorporation requiring a report of the con- 
dition of the library, of the funds and other property of the 
corporation, and of its receipts and expenditures during the year 
ending on the Slat of December, 1882, respectfnlty snbinit the fol- 
lowing 

BEPORT. 

The improTements in the library bnilding referred to in their last 
communication to the Legislature bare proved satisfactory and suc- 
ceaefnl so f ar aa the service of the year has tested their value. The 
bnilding and its appurtenances, on the whole, were never in better 
condition. 

No change ie to be reported in the condition of the library itself 
in any department — no loss or damage having occurred to any of 
the collections wortliy of notice. 

All the time at command of the Superintendent and Librarian 
has been devoted to the preparation of the general catalogue of all 
the collections, which it is intended to complete as soon as possible. 
The printing of the special contributions of minute and eichAiistive 
bibliography has been interrupted on this account, although a eon- 
eiderable part of the labor thus bestowed upon the general catalogue 
will be available to some extent in the special works referred to. 
The preparation of all these catalogues has proved much more 
laborious and demanded a much longer time than was anticipated, 
by reason of the peculiar character of the uoltections themselves, 
which are worthy the critical skill of the highest scholarship and 
all the best apparatus of bibliography. Indeed, nothing short of 
these will suffice for the just setting forth the treasures of the library 
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with dne honors of . descriptioii, and BQitable indication of their 
value in the departments of research and study to wliicb tliey lielotig. 

The chief additions to the library dnring the year have been from 
the Dnyckinck collection, further portions of which have been 
transferred to the library from time to time. They are of great 
value and interest, and will hereafter continue to command atten- 
tion as a conspicuous featnre among the special collections of tlic 
institution. 

The most valuable gift received during the year is that of tlie 
President, who has recently presented a folio volume of tetters and 
original documents connected with the affairs of Miltnn and his 
family, embracing interesting antograph and other manuscripts full 
of materials for the critic and biographer. Among them \s a long 
original letter in the handwriting of Mie great Puritan poet himself, 
addressed to hie friend Carlo Dati, of Florence, and the draft of the 
latter's reply; three receipts or releases bearing the mark and signa- 
tures of Milton's daughters, Anne Milton, Mary Milton and Deborali 
Clarke (the latter with her liusband Abraham Clarke), on receiving 
one hundred pounds each from their step-mother, Elizabeth Milton, 
as their portions respectively of the estate of their father. 

Those of Anne and Mary aro in identical tenns, and are signed 
by the same four witueasee, one of whom is a "Richard Milton," 
and the only difference is that Anne's release is signed by her mark 
merely over the seal, hername being written for her by this " Richard 
Milton," while Mary's release bears her own signature, "Mary 
Millton," spelled with two letters " I." The release of the third 
and yonngest daughter presents some other interesting peculiarities 
besides that of being granted jointly by her and her husband. 

There is also a bond from Richard MyushuU to Milton's widow; 
a bond from Elizabeth Milton, the widow herself, to one Bandle 
Timmis, and various agreements and assignments, with variom 
autographs of attesting witnesses. 

The letter to Dati contains Milton's account of his recently pub- 
lished volume of poems (1615), which he had managed to prodace 
notwithstanding the miseries and confusion of the civil war. He 
expresses his regret that he had written Romcwhat too offensively 
about the Pope, and hopes that his correspondent will not take it too 
mnch amiss. Dati in return promises to make no complaint of that 
portion of the pocniB. Milton's latest biographer finds in this letter 
allusions to his domestic troubles and, perhaps also, to the recent 
loss of his father, aOd from this point of view remarks of it : "AI- 
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together the letter is a melancholy one. One sees Milton as he wrote 
it in Barbican in the spring of 164-7, the gloomy master of ao un- 
comfortable household." Yet this was the very time when he was 
busiest with his pupils, and his nephew Philips says of the house 
in Barbican: " The bouse looked again like a home of the Muses 
only, though the accetsion of scholars was not great." 

In any point of view, the actjiiisition of such a number of personal 
iiiemoriale of Milton enhances greatly the value of the large collec- 
tion of Miltoniana already belonging to the library, in wliich the 
President lias so liberally and jodiciously supplemented tlie splendid 
treasures accumulated by the founder. 

The library has been open for the exhibition of paintings, sculp- 
tures, books, manuscripts, etc., on Tuesdays, Fridays and Saturdays 
during the greater part of the year. For these exhibitions pickets 
were issued, on application under the rule, for fifteen thousand nine 
hundred. and ninety-nine admissions. 

Some use has also been made of the library by scholars and special 
students, under the immediate supervision of the Superintendent, 
in tlie furtherance of studies and researches for which the materials 
are not elsewhere to be found in this country. 

The statement of the Treasurer, which accompanies and forms a 
part of this report, exhibits a full account of the funds of the cor- 
poration, as well as its receipts and expenditures during the year. 

Mr. John Fisher Sheafe, one of the trustees named in the chailer 
of the library, died at his home in tlie city of New York, on 
Friday, the eighth day of December, 1S82, in the seventy-eighth 
year of his age. His associates in the Board of Trustees lament his 
loss as that of a retincd and courteous Christian gentleman, whose 
memory will be cherished with lasting and affectionate regard by all 
who knew him.

Tlie Trustees of the I^^nox Library, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of their act of incorporation requiring a report of the condi- 
tion of the lihrary, of thefnndBHnd other property of the corporation, 
and of its receipts and expenditures during the year ending on the 
Slst of December, 1Sh8, respectfully submit the following report: 

In the series of reports heretofore Kubinitted to the Legislature, 
the character and condition of the library have been fully set forth ; 
and in relerring to the statements included in those reports for 
details, it is the agreeable duty of the trustees to add the assurance 
that no change, loss or injury in any part of the collections is to be 
noted in the present report. 

The building and its appnrtenanccs have been maintained with 
careful attention and duo watchfulness to anticipate and secure the 
constant and necessary repairs by which alone its deterioration can 
be avoided, and its continuous and lasting nsefulness secured. 

The work of the library lias been steadily pursued during the 
year, excepting such interruptionsascouldnot be foreseen or avoided. 
It has been open for tlie exhibition of paintings, sculptures, books, 
manuscripts, etc., on Tuesdays, Fridays and Saturdays during the 
year, holidays and vacations excepted. For these exhibitions tickets 
were issued as heretofore, on application under the rule, for twelve 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-three admissions. The library is 
now open on every week-day except Monday, from 11 a. u. to 4 p.m., 
and, as from the beginning, tickets of admission are sent by mail, 
free of charge, on application to the superintendent. 

Tlie use of the library referred to in the last report has been con- 
tinued. It will be hereafter enlarged and extended, to promote 
research and provide for the public enjoyment of all the collections 
easily and gradually, without risk of interruption or failure in any 
part of the duty of those who are charged with their care and pro- 
tection. Scholars and special students have already availed them- 
selves of their opportunities in this direction, as the real character 
and valae of the treasures here have become known to them. The 
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proper functions of the library will tlias be developed to tbe fultil- 
mont of its best nses, and a satielactory Bolution of all the problems 
of adminietratioii attained without danger of loes or injury, againat 
which its directors are bound to guard, hy the terms of their tmet.

The Trustees of the Lenox Library, in socordance with the pro- 
visions of their act of incorporation requiring a report of the condi- 
tion of the library, of the f nnds and other property of the corporation, 
ftnd of its receipts and expenditures daring the year ending on the 
31st of December, 1SS4, respectfnlly submit the following report. 

The general condition of the library has not changed in any 
respect during the past year, aud the trustees beg leave to refer again 
to the details communicated to the Legislature in their former re- 
ports, which it seems unnecessary to repeat at this time. The library 
building and its appurtenances continue as heretofore to require only 
minor and comparatively insignificant repairs from time to time to 
maintain their continned usefnlness and safety. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and forms part 
of this report, exhibits a Full acconut of the funds of the corporation, 
as well as its receipts and expenditui-es during the year. 

The library has been open duriug the year on every week day except 
Monday, from II a. h. to 4 f. h., aud tickets of admission have been 
furnished as usual, free of charge to all applicants. For theexhiliition 
of paintings, sculptures, books, manuscripts, etc., such tickets for 
twelve thousand and sis admissions have been issued as heretofore, on ' 
application to the superintendent, under the rule. 

The chief use to the general public of most of the collections in 
this library mast continue to be in their exhibition, and the trustees 
report with satisfaction an intelligent appreciation of the advantages 
to accrue from an inspection of these precious and most lasting memo- 
rials of human knowledge. 

The use of the library by students is increasing with the recognition 
of the character and value of the special collections of which it is chiefly 
composed. Scholars and men of letters are now referred or attracted 
to it from all parts of the country, to supplement the work which 
other libraries ia America may enable them very fully and amply to 
begin and continoe, but which they could not otherwise complete, witti- 
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oal; h&ving reoourse to the great Enropean collectione, in which are 
stored the pricelees accumnlations of centnrieB. 

A signal illnstration is to be noted in what is perhaps the most 
important result so far of this nse of the library in special studies. 
It is the entire reprodnction of one of the most preoions monnments 
of English literature — the famous Pentateuch of William Tyodale — 
of which but one other complete copy is known to exist The learned 
editor found in the Lenox Library not only the work itself, but all the 
necessary apparatus for editing it with abundant comparison and 
copions illustration. He could have done it in no other library in the 
world, excepting the British Museum. 

Among the additions to the library since the last report, the collec- 
tion bequeathed by the late Mr, Felix Astoiu of New York demands 
special notice and gratefnl acknowledgment. The intention of Mr. 
Astoin was made known to the founder of the library, whose accept* 
nncc of the oSer was commanioated to the trustees and by them re- 
ported to the Legislature several years ago, and they have at this time 
only to add their thanks for the promptness and liberality with which 
the representatiyes of the testator have acted in carrying out bis long 
cherished and liberal purpose. 

The library has also been greatly enriched by further additions from 
the collections of the founder. Some of the most valuable and im- 
portant of these treasures have been transferred and received there 
during the past year. Among them the famous De Bry collection 
commands attention. It was formed by Mr. Lenox himself, and is one 
of the most conspicuous results of his owu assiduous and critical skill 
and perseverance in bibliographical researches. It is second to none 
existing in the libraries of the world. Indeed, it is believed to be with- 
out any rival in extent and completeness, as respects all the varia- 
tions of all the editions.

The Trustees of the Lonox Library, in accordance with the pro- 
viftiotiB of their act of incorporation requiring a report of the condi- 
tion of the library, of the funds and other properly of the corpora- 
tion, and of itB receipts and expenditnres during the year ending on 
the 31st of December, 1885, respectfully snbmit the following 
report : 

The condition of the library, as well aa its entire history and 
progress, have been so fully stated, at length and in detail, by former 
reports, that nothing is to be added at present to the informatiou 
already communicated to the Legislature. All necessary repairs 
upon the building and its appurtenances have been and are con- 
stantly maintained, to insure its complete preservation and entire 
safety, and provide as far as possible against depreciation by time 
and use. 

The statement of the treasnrer, which accompanies and forms 
part of this report, exhibits a fall acconnt of the funds of tlie cor- 
poration, as well as its receipts and expenditures during the year. 

Excepting the summer vacation, the library has been open daring 
the year on every week-day except Monday, from 11 o'clock, a. m,, 
to 4 o'clock, F, u,, and tickets of admission have been furnished as 
usual, free of charge, to all applicants. For the exhibition of paint- 
ings, sculptures, books, manuscripts, etc., such tickets for ll,45n 
admissions have been issued as heretofore on application to the 
superintendent, nndor the rule. 

At the meeting of the trustees on the 9th of June, 1885, Mr. 
John S. Kennedy was unanimously elected a trustee of the library 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of the late Robert Ray, 
one of the trustees named in the charter. 

The additions to the library during the year have not been 
nnmerous, but among those wliicli have been received from the col- 
lections of the founder, one is unsurpasaod in historical importance 
and valne, and will greatly augment public interest in the exhibition 
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hereftfter, tbrongli all time to come. It is the original mantiscript 
of Washitigtoa's Farewell Address, September 17, 1796. Probably 
no docameDt of American history will ever be regarded with more 
tender and rererential iotereBt than this address, in whicfa the 
Father of bis conntry anuonaced bis determination to withdraw 
from the honors and the toils of office. Whether it be taken as a 
personal memorial of one of the grandest cliaracters ever recognized 
among the sons of men, or as a l^acy of wise and patriotic conn- 
sels for his conntrymcn, there is no difference of opinion about its 
value and importance, or the place which it holds among the con- 
Bpicuons and lasting monuments of political wisdom, whidi chal- 
lenge the admiration of the world. 

Chief Justice Marshall states, in his "Life of Washington," that 
*'the sentiments of veneration wiih which this address was goner- 
ally received were manifested in almost every part of the Union. 
Some of the State LegiBlatnres directed it to bo inserted at large in 
their journals ; and nearly all of them passed resolutions expreeetng 
their respect for the person of the President, their high sense of his 
exalted services, and the emotions with which they contemplated 
,hi8 retirement from office." The lapse of years has only intensified 
the feeling witU which it was received by his contemporaries, and 
has beeu honored and cfaerislied by succeeding generations. As its 
language is repeated, whether entire or in part, it commands atten- 
tion and res)>6et, and every thing relating to its origin and history 
as well as its teachings, is songht out with avidity and eagerly con- 
sidered. 

It ie publicly known that Mr. Lenox many years ago became the 
possessor of the autograph manuscript of the Farewell Address, 
which he secured at a public sale by auction in Philadelphia. He 
subsequently printed and published an edition of it, of singular value 
and importance, in which the changes and additions made during its 
preparation for the press are oarofully indicated. This precious 
memorial will be hereafter one of the most conspicuous, as it cer- 
tainly is one of the most valuable, treasures of the library.

With respect to the condition of the library, in order to avoid 
nnneceseary repetition, the truBtees must again refer to the con- 
tents of their former reports, no changes having been made in any 
way during the year. No considerable additions are to be noted 
in any of the varionB special collections of which the library is 
composed. 

Tlie staiement of the treasurer, which accompanies and forms 
part of this report, exhibits a full account of the funds of the cor- 
poration, as well as its receipts and expenditures during the year. 

Excepting the summer vacation, the library has been open during 
the year on every week day (holidays included), except Monday, 
from 11 o'clock a. m. to 4 o'clock p. h., and ticketB of admission 
have been furnished as usual, free ot charge, to all applicants. For 
the exhibition of paintings, BculptureB, books, manuscripts, etc., 
such tickets for 10,976 admissions have been issued, as heretofore, 
on application to the superintendent, under the rule. There has 
been a marked increase in the demand for these tickets during the 
last three months of the year, to a number greater than ever for 
the time, since the novelty of the first exhibition of any part of the 
treasures of the library attracted the attention of the public. It 
should be remembered that it does not cover all the departments 
of knowledge to be found in books, but is a library of special col- 
lections, formed to gratify individual taste, and representing a 
limited range of special studies in bibliography and literary history. 
Further endowmentB may be applied to extend Che scope of these 
collections, but the resources now at the command of the trustees 
most be applied chiefly to supplementing and perfecting the 
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obvious deeigns of the founder in bringing together the custi; 
treasnreB of hiB library, and providing for snch guarded nee bj 
scholars and special students as is consistent with their safety and 
permanent preservation. 

The contents of this library include a comparatively small portion 
of the itnmeuBe mass ot the productions of the press, which furnish 
the reading matter lor the public in general. None of its volumes 
are to be subjected to tlie constant service ol circulation or use in 
which they may be worn out and destroyed. They are such as 
it would be impossible to replace — the cimelia, the crown jewels 
of the realms of literature. Among them are to be tound the 
monumental documents of the discovery and earliest progress of 
the art of printing — which now scatters the light of learning and 
the productions of the human intellect broadcast in such profusioD 
that circulating libraries chd no longer compete with newspapers 
and cheap publications, unless they are made free and liberally 
sustained by private beoeticence or public taxation. 

But valuable as all these are or may be made to the community 
at large, they do not provide the collections which form the 
apparatus and furnish the materials necessary lor the scholar, the 
historian or the special student, whose worthiest labors cannot be 
achieved in a country which is destitute of great libraries of deposit 
and reference, fitted to supplement private reeonrcee and complete 
their service.

Annual Report of the Trustees of the Lenox Library.

The Trustees of the Lenox Library,, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of their act of incorporation requiring a report of the 
condition of the library, of the funds and other property of the 
corporation, and of its receipts and expenditures during the year 
ending on the 31st of December, 1887, respectfully submit the 
following report: 

That the condition of the library continueB the same as previously 
reported to the Legislature, thorough renovation and repair being 
constantly kept up in all its parts, from time to time as they are 
required. No change is to be noted in the, various collections, 
which continue as heretofore, without loss or damage from any 
cause. 

Excepting the summer vacation, the library has been open 
during the year on every week-day (holidays included), except 
Mondays, from 11 o'clock A. M. to 4 o'clock P. M., and until the 
eighth of November, tickets continued to be issued as heretofore, 
free of charge, on application to the superintendent, under the 
rale. Up to that date, the number of admissions to the exhibition 
of paintings, sculptures, books, manuscripts, etc, thus provided 
for, amounted to 10,199. From and after the eighth of November, 
the trustees having dispensed altogether with the use of tickets of 
admission, thereby making it entirely free and open to all, the 
number of visitors to and including the last day of the year was 
2,901— a total of 13,000. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and forms a 
part of this report, exhibits a full account of all the funds of the 
corporation, as well as its receipts and expenditures during the 
year. 

By the will of the late Miss Henrietta A. Lenox, which was duly 
admitted to probate on the twenty-sixth day of April, 1887, a most 
important addition has been made to the property, both real and 
personal, of the corporation. 
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The sixth article, clause or paragraph of the will of Miss Hienox 
is as foUovs : 

" Sixth. I give and devise to the Lenos Library of the city of 
New York all that certain piece or parcel of land, situate, lyiiif; 
and being in the city of New York and bouaded and described aa 
follows, viz : 

" Beginning at a point in the northerly line of Seventieth street, 
distant one hundred and twenty-five feet easterly from the corner 
formed by the intersection of the easterly line of Fifth avenue 
with the northerly line of Seventieth street, running thence easterly 
along the northerly line of Seventieth street, two hundred a^d 
ninety-five feet to the westerly line of Madison avenue ; thence 
northerly along the westerly side of Madison avenue, to the south- 
erly line of Seventy-first street ; thencie westerly along the south- 
erly line of Seventy-first street, two hundred and ninety-five feet 
to the northerly boundary line of land now of said Iienox Library 
and thence southerly along said boundary line and parallel witb 
Fifth avenue to the point or place of beginning. To have and to 
hold said property forever for the uses and purposes of said 
library. 

" But this devise is upon the express condition that no build- 
ings of any description except an addition to or extension of the 
present library building shall at any time be erected or permitted 
to be erected upon that portion of the above devised property 
lying westerly of a line parallel with Madison avenue and one hun- 
dred feet westerly therefrom. 

" I also give anU bequeath to the Lenox Library, the sum of one 
hundred thousand dollars, to be applied to the purchase of books 
only." 

The title to the real estate thus described vested at once, upon 
the probate of the will, in the trustees of the library ; and by the 
prompt and liberal action of her executors and trustees, the money 
gift or legacy of Miss Lenox has also been placed in their posses- 
sion by due assignment of certain interest-bearing bonds and mort- 
gages for the whole amount, without any delay or expense of 
investment 

The trustees have Inst no time in taking suitable measures to 
insure an early return of income from that portion of the real 
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.estate which they are perpiitted to make available for that par- 
pose, and expect in due time to realize a certain and permanent 
addition to the available resources of the corporation. They trust 
that in all the time to come, this noble estate, with the accumula- 
ting collections which belong to it, will continue to bear witness to 
the generous purpose of the founder and hia family. 

Bobert Lenox Kennedy, president of the board of trustees, died 
at sea, while on his way home from Europe, on Wednesday, 
September 14, 1887. 

At the meeting of the trustees-on the sixth of October, 1887, Mr. 
H. Van Rensselaer Kennedy was unanimously elected a trustee of 
the library te fill the vacancy occasioned by the death of Mr. Robert 
Lenox Kennedy, late president of the board. 

At the same meeting, Mr. John 8. Kennedy was unanimously 
elected president of the board, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the 
death of Mr. Robert Lenox Kennedy. 

By a unanimous order of the board, the following memorial 
notice, prepared by a special committee appointed for the purpose, ' 
was placed upon ite records. 

" The trustees of the Lenox Library desire to place on record 
the expression of their deep sorrow at the death of their late presi- 
dent, Robert Lenox Kennedy. However humbly we may acknowl- 
edge the unerring wisdom and tender mercy of God, even in such 
severe afflictions, we must nevertheless feel a profound grief at the 
loss of one so invaluable in counsel, energetic in action and true 
and hearty in friendship. In him Were happily combined a certain 
gentleness and winning cordiality, a frank and sincere interest in 
the welfare of others, with a solid judgment, a contagious enthusi- 
asm, and the force, courage and firmness of a true manliness. 

" For the Lenox Library he felt from the first an interest which 
never flagged, and which made him the right-hand man of its 
revered and munificent founder. He brought to it the advanti^e 
of his rare intelligence in art and literature, and he added to ite 
treasures many important gifts, besides the support he gave by his 
judicious counsel and direction as its chief officer. 

" To these characteristics, which so endeared him to all who had 
the privilege of his friendship and eminently fitted him for great 
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usefulueaa and happiness in this life, wasjoined a spirit of Ohristiazi 
benevolenoe which shoDe modestly in the general tenor of his life 
and was a foretaste of that higher spiritual life to which it has 
pleased Gtod to call him. / 

" We ofifer our heartfelt sympathies to his bereaved family and 
the wide circle of his friends."

The manuscript is one of the most remarkable works of Giolio 
Clovio, long ago recognized as "the Baphael of miniatnrists," 
and perhaps the most famotte, in the world's history, of all who 
have practiced the art of miniatnre painting. The work thns 
secured for this library is the papal lectionary, executed for and 
presented to Pope FatU IIL by his nephew, Cardinal Alessandro 
Farnese, in the sixteenth century. 

The legacy of Mr. Drexel is described in the following extract 
from his will : 

"I give and bequeath to the trustees of the Lenox Library in 
the city of New York, all that portion of my library which con- 
sists of works relating to the science of music, also all musical 
compositions and treatises or other works on musical subjecls."

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The trustees of the Lenox Library, in accordance with 
the provisions of their act of incorporation requiring a 
report of the condition of the library, of the funds and 
other property of the corporation, and of its receipts and 
expenditures during the year ending on the 31st of Decem- 
ber, 1889, respectfully submit the following 

REPORT : 

That there has been no change in the condition of the 
library since their last report to the Legislature. A 
rearrangement of the various collections of which it is 
composed, begun daring the year and still in progress, was 
determined on by the trustees with a view to ita easier 
administration in the service of the public, who are freely 
admitted to its inspection and use. Excepting the summer 
vacation, which was prolonged in order to the completion 
of repairs and necessary changes in plumbing and improve- 
ments in ventilation, the library has been open to all during 
the year, on every week day (hoUdays included) except- 
ing Monday, from 10 o'clock, a. m. to 4 o'clock, p. m. The 
total number of visitors in 1889 was 8,708. 

An addition of special interest and importance has been 
made to the picture gallery in the very valuable gift, by 
Mr. Alexander Maitland, a member and the treasurer of 
the board, of the portrait of Van Brugh Livingston by 
Sir Henry Raebum. 

The chief additions to the other collections have been 
made by the purchase of the library of the late president, 

,_ ibyGooglc 
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Mr. Bobert Lenox Kennedy, which, in some important 
respects, has greatly enhanced the value of what was 
already in our poasesBion. Its cost has been diminished 
in some degree by the sale of duplicates and such other 
portions of the purchase as the trustees thought it 
unnecessary, to retain. 

The "Drexel Musical Library," the legacy of the late 
Mr. Joseph W. Drexel, the receipt of which was announced 
to the Legislature in our last annual report, has been com- 
pletely arranged in special cases duly inscribed in accord- 
ance with the terms of his will, and to the entire 
satisfaction of his executors. The completion and pub- 
lication of the catalogue, which is now in progress, will 
make available to the musical world what is perhaps the 
most important colle'etion of the kind in the country. 

The trustees are continuing the i^reparation of the aeries 
of special contributions to the catalogue of the library as 
rapidly as possible. Meantime the short title catalogue 
or rough list of all the collections has been compactly 
arranged in one alphabet for the ready use of readers in 
the library. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and 
forms a part of this report, exhibits a full account of all 
the funds of the corporation, as well as its receipts and 
expenditures dtiring the year. Referring to the large 
balance shown as deposited with ■ the Central Trust 
Company, it is proper to add that it was occasioned by 
a change in investments; a loan for $170,000 at four and 
one-half per cent having been negotiated before the close 
of the fiscal year, and closed since that time. 

During the past year the trustees have declined an 
application from a kindred institution, looking to the pur- 
chase of a portion of the property, which was devised to 
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the library by the late Miss Henrietta Lenox in 1887. 
Although the proceeds of such a sale would have largely 
increased the irtunediately available resources of the 
trufltees by a very considerable sum of money, they have 
determined, after mature consideration, to retain the 
property. The provisions of their charter contemplate 
extensions of the design and scope of the institution, 
which may absolutely require the use of all the ground 
belonging to it ; and the time may not be far distant in 
which those whp are interested, and can appreciate the 
liberal and far-reaching views of its noble founder, will 
supplement his generous endowment by further liberal 
gifts, which will enable the trustees to multiply its 
treasures and greatly enlarge its facilities for the free 
public use for which it was designed. Admission to the 
exhibition of paintings and sculptures, books, manuscripts 
and other objects is absolutely free without tickets or 
any necessity of previous application ; and the use of the 
library is restricted by such regulations only as are 
absolutely necessary for the safety and preservation of 
the invaluable collections of which it is composed.

Tbe trustees of the Lenox Library, in accordance with the 
provision of their act of incorporation reqoiring a report of 
the condition of the library, of the funds and other proper^ 
of the corporation, and of ita receipts and expenditnres daring 
the year ending on the 31et of December, 1890, respectfully 
sabmit the following report : 

That the good condition of the library, in all its departments, 
indicated in prerioas reports, has been maintained withont loss 
or depreciation in any respect Besides the ordinary repairs to 
the building, the trustees have caused the entire exterior stone- 
work of the structure to undergo a minute and careful examina- 
tion of every joint, with suitable attention to the removal of 
dofective pointing or other decay, and the restoration of a thor- 
oughly sound condition in every part The accessions have been 
BO numerous as to require the rearrangement of the entire 
working library in the reading room, which has been completed, 
as well as that of the reserved books less frequently required or 
used in consultation, to which the purchases from the Barlow 
collection have furnished important additions. 

The short-title lists have been continued. Na XI, containing 
the " Drexel Musical Library," and No. XII, containing the second 
port of the " Dnyckinck Collection," being already printed. Both 
will be speedily incorporated with those heretofore reduced to 
one alphabet for use in the reading room, to which all other 
accessions by gift or purchase are constantly added. 

A general descriptive catal<^ue, in one alphabet, of all the 
collections, is now in progress, which will be forwarded to com- 
pletion and printed as soon as the nature of the work will permit 

Excepting the period of the summer vacation, the library hae 
been open, free to all, during the year on every week day (holidays 
included) from 10 o'clock a. M. to 6 o'clock P. H., or until dusk in 
the short winter days. 
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The total namber of visitorB in 1890 was ten thonsand seTen hun- 
dred and twenty-foar. New roles and regolations for the use of the 
library have been adopted with a view to increase its facilities for the 
service of the public, and gratify the growing interest of the com- 
muoity in the objects for which its important coUeotioDS have been 
brooght together. It is the parpose of the trustees to moke every 
part of the treasares committed to their charge accessible and use- 
ful to the student and scholar, with such reservation only as is 
essential for their continuous preservation. Such precautions can 
not fail to be understood and appreciated by all who justly appre- 
hend the absolute necessity of ample pTotecti<tn against the speedy 
destruction of precious things which could never be replaced. 

Among the valaable additions which have been made to the 
collections of the library in its various departments are the gifts 
of the president, Mr. John 8. Kennedy. These consist of : 
1st. portraits ; 2d. books ; 3d. manuscripts. 

The portraits are by Daniel Huntington, N. A., of the former 
presidents of the board of trustees : That of James Lenox, Esq., 
the founder of the institution and its president from its organiza- 
tion down to the time of his death, in 1880, and that of Bohert 
Lenox Kennedy, Esq., who succeeded his uncle, Mr. Lenox, aa 
president in 1880, and continued in that office until his death, in 
1887. Both are considered most excellent likenesses. 

The books form a collection of one hundred and five volilmes, 
which inclnde the original editions of the Waverley Novels, with 
the separate subsequent pablications of the introductions and 
notes. A detailed list of the collection accompanies this report, 
which will be found in the appendix. 

The manuscripts include fifty-nine letters and other documents 
of an early period in the history of Scotland, to which they chiefly 
relate ; and a collection of one hundred and fifty-five letters, poems 
and extracts from poems of favorite authors, in the handwriting of 
Robert Bums, a very large proportion of which bear the indorse- 
ment of James Hogg, the Ettrick Shepherd. A detailed list of 
these manuscripts will idso be found in the appendix to this report. 

The collection of sculptures belonging to the library has been 
enriched by the gift, from Mrs. Lucy W. Drexel, of a portrait bust 
of her late husband, Mr. Joseph W. Drexel, by J. Q. A. Wurd. 
The work is in marble, with an appropriate pedestal, also in marble, 
and will remain in the library as a permanent memorial of one of 
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its beneiaotora, and the liberal spirit in wbicb bis generoOB par- 
pose bas been carried oat and supplemented by bia representatiTes. 

Id tbe permanent record of tbe important gifts by wbicb tbe 
original endowments of tbe library are sapplemented, tbe name of 
Dnyckinck mast always hold a oouspicaons place. Fterioas 
reports have made known the bigb regard in which tbe Lenox 
Library was held by the late Evert A. Dnyckinck and bia widow, 
Mrs. Margaret Wolfe Dnyckinck, wbo snrTived him for twelve 
years, passing away as she did in the month of February, 1890. 
Her will, which was admitted to probate on the 9tb day of Jane, 
1890, completed the good work which was laid out by her 
hnsband, in a gift which is withont any parallel so far in the 
history of tbe institntioD. 

That will, after giving tbe remainder of the - Dnyckinck 
Library, etc., to be immediately added to the collections already 
in possession of the Lenox Library, and providing for snndry 
legaciea and certain life-interests in the income to other bene- 
ficiaries, gives, at the termination of the life-estate of one of those 
beneficiaries, the entire residnary estate, of every kind, to the 
trostees of tbe Lenox Library " for the benefit and snpport of 
the library and other objects for wbicb said corporation was 
established." 

The motive and spirit of this generoas gift are jnstly expressed 
in the following clause of the will itself : 

" Tenth. The provisions of this, my will, for • the trustees of 
tbe Lenox Library,' have been made by me as a memorial of my 
bnsband, Evert A. Dnyckinck, and bis brother George L. Dnyckinck, 
and in accordance with my husband's intentions and instructions 
to me. I trust tbe spirit of bim whose love for literatore prompted 
tbe gift will be remembered in its use and aid its benefits." 

Tbe fnll recognition of this noble bequest must come hereafter, 
when the intentions of the testator shall be carried ont, and its 
administration shall devolve upon the trustees of the library, and 
the privileges of its enjoyment may be realized in tbe exercise of 
their powers and duties under the prorisions of the wilL 

Some important additions, by purchase, have been made to the 
library during tbe year, a list of which will be fonnd in tbe 
appendix. 

The statement of the treasurer, wbicb accompanies and forms 
part of this report, exhibits a fnll account of all funds of tbe 
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corporation, as well as its receipts and expenditares during the 
year. 

At the meeting of the trostees, on the 1st of Hay, 1890, 
Mr. Stephen Baker was nnauimonaly elected a trustee of the 
library to fill the vaoanoy occasioned by the death of Dr. James 
Lenox Banks.

The trnsteeB of the Lenox Library, in atecordanoe with the pro- 
TiaionB of theit act of incorporation requiring a report of the con- 
dition of the library, of the fands and other property of the 
corporation, and of its receipts And expenditures daring the year 
ending on the Slst day of December, 1891, respectfully submit 
the following report: ^ 

The statement of the treasorer, which accompanies and forms 
p^rt of this report, exhibits a fnll account of all funds of the oor- 
poratioD, as well tu its receipts and expenditures during the year. 

The condition of the library bmlding was never better in any 
period of its history ; and all the various collections which it con- 
tains in aU departments are safely preserved and amply protected 
from injury or loss, of which no instances are yet to be reported. 

The library has been open, free to all, during the year on every 
week day, not excepting holidays, from 10 o'clock A. M. to 6 o'clock 
p. H., or 4 o'clock p. u. in the short winter days of December and 
January. The total number of visitors in 1891 was 9,569. The 
use of the library by the scholars and students, for whom its most 
important and valuable coUections are chiefly designed, is steadily 
increasing, as well as that by miscellaoeous and general readers. 

The additions to the library, though not numeroas, have been 
very valuable. A fresh opportunity to secure some of the special 
desiderata in the collection of Americana, occurred in the Ives 
sale, from which the fanstees purchased several lots of very 
micommon occurrence at either public or private sale. Among 
them is one of the Tespucius letters, among the rarest of rare 
books, and several conspicuous additions to the Indian collection, 
well known as one of the richest in the world. The trustees are 
thoroaghly impressed with the importance of completeness in the 
chief lines of collections laid dovm and steadily pursued through 
a long series of years by the founder of the institution; and they 
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hope at no distant day to make it entirely nnneoesBary for the 
Ainerioan soholar to go abroad for materials of American hiatoiy, 
or the apparatus neoessary for the thorongh historical stndy of 
the English Bible. 

There is no room to doabt that the pnblio at h^e are gradually 
coming to recognize and appreciate the absolnte valae of snoh 
oolleotioQS and to understand the strong and abiding interest 
of scholars and men of letters in their growth and progress. 
This general recognition of the place and purpose of the instita- 
tion can not fail to be followed in dae time by additional gifts 
and endowments, which will give a strength and stability to all 
its work, honorable alik6 to itself and its benefactors, and most 
beneficent to the oommonity. The trostees feel aothoriied to 
repeat the langoage of a former report, in the fnll assnranoe that 
" the time may not be far distant in which those who are inter- 
rated, and can appreciate the liberal and far-reaching views of its 
noble founder, wUl supplement hia general endowment by farther 
liberal gifts, which will enable the treasury to multiply its treas- 
ures and greatiy enlarge its facilities for the free pnblio uses for 
which it was designed. Admission to the exhibition of paintings 
and Boalptnres, books, manosoripts, and other objects, is abso- 
lutely free, without ticket or any necessity of preTions application ; 
and the use of the library is restricted only by such r^ulations 
as are absolutely necessary for the safety and preserration of the 
invaluable collections of which it is composed." 

The trustees have to lament the recent loss of one of their 
associates, honored and esteemed in all the relations of life. 
Biohard King, a member of the board since 1880, died at his 
home in the city of New Tork on the 21st day of ITovember, 1891. 
He was of a lineage well known and greaUy honored in the public 
service of the State and nation, and his memory will be cherished 
as that of a most nsefid citizen, faithful and true to the noble 
traditions of his family.

The trustees of the Lenox Library, in accordance with the 
provisions of their act of incorpoi-ation requiring a report of the 
condition of the library, of tite funds and of the property of the 
corporation, an<l of its receipts and expenditures during the year 
ending December 31, 1892, respectfully submit the follawing 
report : 

During the past year the library has received very large and 
valuable accessions. 

Under the will of Mrs. Robert L. Stuart, who died in 1891, the 
library was made the legatee of all her books, (laintings, statuary, 
bronzes and other works of art, as well as her collection of 
minerals, shells and other objects illustrative of natural history. 
These objects were immediately transferred by the executors to 
the library, but were, by permission of the executors, stored in 
Mrs. Stuart's late residence until the library should be ready to 
receive them. They were to be placed, under the terms of the 
will, which were accepted by the trustees, in " a separate room or 
compartment of the library building," and to be known as "The 
Robert L. Stuart collection, the gift of his widow, Mrs. Mary 
Stuart," 

For the purpose of carrying out these pro\Tsions plans were 
obtained from Mr. Richard M. Hunt, the original architect of the 
building, for fitting up the exhibition-room on the second floor of 
the north wing for the reception of the collection, and on May 
fourteenth the library was closed to the public and the work of 
fitting up the room immediately begun. At thesame time the whole 
interior of the building has been thoroughly overhauled and 
painted. The roof, which has constantly needed repairs, has been 
covered with a new roof of copper, thus rendering it perfectly 
secure and water-tight. The plumbing and drain pipes have also 
been thoroughly overhauled, many defective pipes replaced, and 
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the whole pat in perfect order. These repairs and alterations 
have occupied considerable time, but are now nearly completed, 
and the trustees are enabled to report that the library building is 
in better condition than it has ever been before. 

Mrs. Stuart's library has been transferred and placed in the book 
oases provided for it in the Stuart room. It comprises about 
8,(X)0 volumes, and is especially rich in line illustrated works 
on natural history. Mrs. Stuart's paintings have also been 
removed to the library and are now being hung. They number 
about 240, and comprise fine works by Durand, Cole, Ken- 
sett, Eastman Johnson, and other American artists, as well 
as foreign artists, such as G^rOme, Hosa Bonheur, Bougue- 
reau, Merle, Schreyer, Knaus, Munkacsy and many others. The 
oases containing shells, minerals and other objects illustrative of 
natural history required altering to adapt them to the room in 
which they are to be placed, but the trustees hope to have them 
in position in a few weeks, when the entire Stuart collection, as 
well as the other departments of the library, will be opened free 
to the public. 

The whole collection forms a very valuable and important 
addition to the library. 

The trustees have acquired by purchase the original Spanish 
edition of Columbus' letter of 1+93, which was discovered in 
Spain in 1890, and is the earliest printed book relating to 
America. Other important accessions to the library during the 
year are Stevens' Facsimiles of American Manuscripts in 
European Archives, volumes 1 to 15, Harrisse's Discovery of 
North America, Nordenskjold's Facsimile Atlas, Faden's North 
American Atlas of 1777, and a nnmber of the earlier editions of 
Ptolemy's Geography. The trustees are thus endeavoring to 
build up and perfect the library in the lines begun by its founder. 

Sixteen hundred and ninety-three volumes and pamphlets have 
been added to the Ubrary during the year, in addition to those 
contained in the late Mrs. Stuart's collection. 

The statement of the treasurer, which accompanies and forms 
part of this report, exhibits a full account of the funds of the 
corporation aa well as its receipts and expenditures during the 
past year. 
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An amendment to the charter of the library was procured in 
the spring of 1892, permitting the trustees at their discretion to 
increase the number of trustees from nine to not exoeeding 
twenty-four, and directing that the present board appoint a time 
for an annual meeting and divide themselves into three classes 
with terms of service of one, two and three years respectively; 
and that thereafter at each annual meeting one-third of the 
number be elected to serve fo*- three years. The board appointed 
the first Friday in January as the time for the annual meeting, 
and divided themselves into three classes, the term of the 
first class expiring January 5, 1893. It is proposed at the 
annual meeting in January to increase the number of trustees to 
fifteen. 

The library has met with a great loss in the death, on May 
fifth, of Dr. George H, Moore, He had been a trustee of the 
library, as well as its superintendent, since October, 1872. His 
fellow-trustees have prepared and placed on record the following 
minute : 



" The trustees of the Lenox Library record with profound 
regret the death, on May fifth, of their associate, 

GEORGE H. MOOEE, LL.D. 
For nearly twenty years he had ,been connected with the 
library as trustee and superintendent, in the latter capacity 
having had charge of its collections since the opening of the 
institution. His fellow-trustees desire to place on record their 
deep sense of their loss. Kind and generous in nature, he brought 
to his work in the library a keen enthusiasm, a wide knowledge 
and a sound judgment. His labors to advance the interests of the 
library will not soon be forgotten, while his work in the fields of 
bibliographical and historical research will long remain a monu- 
ment of his devotion to his chosen profession." 



Mr. Wilberforce Eames, who has done faithful service for the 
library for about five years, has been appointed assistant librarian, 
and has been in charge of the library since Dr. Moore's death. 
[Senate, No. 27.] 2 
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The trustees have prepared a facBimile of ihe il]ustrat«d 
letter of Columbua announcing the discovery of America, from 
the copy in the library, and this, together with a translation and 
a bibliographical introduction prepared by Mr. Eameg, as well as 
the text of the four earliest Latin editions (which are all in the 
library), has been published in two forms — a limited large paper 
edition, on hand-made paper for presentation purposes, and a 
popular edition which the trustees have placed on sale at the 
nominal price of fifty cents. 

On May sixth Mr. William S. Tod was unanimously elected a 
trustee to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Richard 
King, and on December second Mr. Charles Boribner was 
unanimously elected a trustee to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Dr. Moore, the tenn of service of both gentlemen 
expiring January, 1895. 

The charter of the library, as now amended, is published in 
full as an appendix to this report, the new matter being printed 
in italics.

Ah Act to incorporate the Trustees of the Leaoz Library, 

Passed January 20, 1870. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate 
and Aaemhhj, do enact as follows : 

SecTtoif 1. Jamca Tjenox, William l{. Aspinwall, Hamilton Fish, 
Robert Ray, Alexander Van RenHxclaer, Daniel Huntington, John 
Fixher Sheafe, James DonaldHon and Aaran B. Belknap and their sue- 
oessors, are hereby created and declared to be a body corporate by the 
name and style of " The Tnistees of the Lenox Library," by which 
name they and their snocessors may sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded, oontraot and be contracted with, and be known in all courts 
and places whatever; and may also have a common seal, and alter the 
eame at pleasure. 

g 3. The direction and management of the affairs of the swd oor- 
poration, and the control and disposal of its property and ^e^ gh&ll 
be ve8t«d in the said trustees and their successors. The number of 
such trustees shall be nine, fiu( the trustees may, by a tao-thirda vote 
of those present at any regular meeting, increase the same to a nuniber 
not exceeding ttoentyfour. The said trustees are hereby empowered: 

1. To receive from the said James Lenox, his collection of mana- 
scripta, printed books, engravings and maps, statuary, paintings, draw- 
ings, and other works of art; also, the sum of t300,0U0, to be used for tbe 
establishment of a public library in the city of New York, and such real 
estate as he may convey for a site for the same in the Nineteenth ward 
of the said city, in the vicinity of Centra! park; which site, with its 
appurtenances, the said corporation is hereby empowered to take and 
hold in fee simple for the purposes of the said library, and to be 
applied and used in connection with the same, and for no other pnrpose. 

2. To expend a portion not exceeding two-thirds of such sum 
above referred to, in erecting upon the said site a building suitable for 
a public library, and in the purchase of furniture and other things 
appertMoing to a library for general use. 
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3. To inveflt tbe residue of said aim for maiDtaining and gradually 
increaning the said library, and to defray the tiecesBary expenses of 
taking care of the same, and of the accommodation of persons oon- 
BultiDg the library; and in case the income of the fnnd shall, at any 
time, exceed the amonnt which the said tnistees may find nsefal to 
expend for the purposes above named and particularized, then to 
expend such surplus in procuring public lectures to be delivered in 
connection with the library upon useful subjects of science, history, 
literature and the fine arts; or in promoting in any other mode the 
objects of the institution as above expressed; or, if it become neoes- 
eary, in increasing the capacity of the building. 

4. To direct the expenditure of the. funds, and the investment, 
safe keeping and management thereof, and of the property and effects 
of the said corporation; also to make such ordinances and regulations, 
from time to time, as the trustees may think proper for the good order 
and convenience of those who may resort to the library, or use the 
same; to make such by-laws as may be necessary and convenient in 
conducting the business of the said corporation ; to appoint, direct, con- 
trol, and at their pleasure remove a superintendent of the library and 
all librarians and other persons necesKary to be employed about the 
same; and in general, to have and nse all powers and authority necessary 
for promoting the objects of the institution. 

g 3. The library shall be accessible at all reasonable hours during the 
day, for general use, free of expense to persons resorting thereto, sub- 
ject only to such control and regulations as the said trust*es. from time 
to time, may exercise and establish for general convenience. 

§ 4. All investments of the funds of the said corporation shall be 
made in bonds secured by moitgage of productive real estate in the 
cities of New York and Brooklyn, or in tbe public debt of the United 
States, or of the state of New York, or of the cities of New York and 
Brooklyn, or portions thereof in any of -these ways, except that in the 
investment in said public debts, preference shall be given according to 
tbe order in which they are herein above named. 

§ 6. The said corporation shall be subject to the visitation of the 
supreme court of this state for the purpose of preventing any mis- 
management, waste or breach of trust. 

§ 6. Ac the first regular meeting held after the passage of this act 

the trustees shall fix the time for an annual election of trustees. TTiey 

shall alto, by lot or otherwise, divide themselves into three equal 

classes/ the trustees who shall be in the first class shall serve until,

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(md their term« of office shall oease and determine at, the Jint 
annual election aj^}ointed to be held thereafter ; those in the geoond 
close thall serve for one year longer, and those in the third date 
for two years longer, rchen their terms of office shall also cease and 
determine. At each annual election one-third of the fkUl number 
of trustee* shall be elected to serve for three pears. At the same 
time the trustees sliaU elect one of their nnmfier to preside over the 
board, who shall hold office for one year. Any vacancy in the 
number of trustees occurring from any cause may be JUled at any 
time by a vote of tiro-thirds of (he remfiining trustees. The trnstees 
may appoint and at any time remove a Becrelary and any other officer 
whom their buuoefls may require. The act^ of a majority of the tma- 
teeB at any meeting duly notified according to the by-laws shall be 
valid. The trustees, abail not receive any compensation for their ser- 
vices eioept that if any one of their number shall at any time be 
superintendeot he may receive compensation as sucb. 

§ 7. The said oorporation may take and hold any additional dona- 
tions, grants, devises or bequests, subject to all the provisions of iair 
relating to devises or bequests by last will and testament, which may 
be made in further support of the said library and its collections, or of 
the lectures on literary and scientific objects connected therewith. 

§ 8, The property, real and personal, of the said corponctiou, shall 
be exempt from taxation in the same manner as that of the other 
incorporated pnblic libraries of this state. And it shall be the dnty 
of the said trustees to effect such insurance as can be obtained npon 
the said buildings and library-, and othtr property afrninst loss by fire, 
at otherwise, and pay the expense thereof out of the fund mentioned in 
the third aabdivision of section second of this ai;t. 

g 9. The said trustees shall, in the month of January in each year, 
make a report to the legislature for the year ending on the thirty-first 
day of December preceding, of the condition of the said library, of the 
funds and other property of the corporation, of its receipts and 
expenditures during such year. 

I 10. This corporation shall posness the general powers, and he sub- 
ject to the provisions, restrictions and liabilities contained in the third 
title of the eighteenth chapter of the first part of the revised sututfts.

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REPORT 

OF THE 

TRUSTEES OF THE LENOX LIBRARY 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 3I, 1893. 

The Trustees of the Lenox Library herewith present their 
twenty-fourth annual report of the condition of the Library, of 
the funds and other property of the corporation, and of its re- 
ceipts and expenditures during the year ending December 31, 
1893. 

The repairs and alterations mentioned in the last annual re- 
port were completed early in February, and on the twenty-first 
of that month, at a reception given by the Trustees, and at which 
about seven hundred invited guests were present, the whole 
Library, including the Robert L. Stuart collection of boolcs, 
paintings, shells, minerals, etc., was thrown open for inspection. 
On the following day, February aad, the Library was reopened 
free to the public, and has remained open every week-day since 
that time, with a gratifying increase in the attendance of both 
visitors and readers. 

At their regular meeting in June, 1893, the Trustees appointed 
Mr. I. Ferris Lockwood, of New York City, Superintendent of 
the Library, and at the same meeting Mr. Wilberforce Eames, 
who had acted for several years as Assistant Librarian, was ap- 
pointed Librarian. 

During the year a most important addition to the Library 
was made by the purchase of the entire collection of books and 
manuscripts which belonged to the late Hon. George Bancroft, 
and on which, in accordance with a provision of his will, the 
United States Government had an option of purchase for three 
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years; this option not having been availed of within the time 
prescribed, the executors were left free to dispose of the collec- 
tion otherwise, and accordingly accepted the offer made for it b^ 
the Trustees of the Lenox Library. This collection of hooks and 
manuscripts greatly Strengthens the Library in the line of Ameri- 
can History. The manuscripts comprise many original docu- 
ments of great value. 

The Rev. Dr. Wendell Prime has presented to the Library 
his very complete collection of the various editions of " Don 
Quixote," which — in accordance with the conditions of this valu- 
able gift — will be preserved as the " Wendell Prime Collection." 

A number of valuable works were added to the Library by 
purchase at the sale of the late Dr. George H. Moore's library ; 
and the collection of " Colonial Laws " has been largely increased 
during the year both by gifts and purchases. 

The Librarian's report to the Trustees, herewith annexed, 
gives more in detail the character and value of the accessions to 
the Library. It also shows the number of readers, and the num- 
ber and character of the works consulted by them. Diiring the 
year 30,315 persons visited the Library. 

The statement of the Treasurer, which accompanies and 
forms part of this report, exhibits a full account of all the funds 
of the corporation, as well as its receipts and expenditures dur- 
ing the year. 

The Trustees talie this opportunity of expressing their appre- 
ciation of the faithful services rendered by the Superintendent, 
Librarian, and other employes of the Library during the past 
year.

The first five classes took the lead in each of the four months, 
a^regating 3,598 volumes, or nearly three-quarters of the whole 
number. In September, November, and December, American 
History headed the list, while in October it toolt second place. 
English Literature ranked first in October, second in September 
and November, and third in December. Foreign History came 
second in December and third in September, October, and No- 
vember. The fourth place was held by Painting and the Fine 
Arts in September, November, and December, and by French 
Literature in October ; the fifth place, by French Literature in 
September, November, and December, and by Painting and the 
Fine Arts in October. 

The work of arranging and shelving the Robert L. Stuart 
library, bequeathed by his widow in 1S93, was completed in Jan- 
uary. The collection contains ii,8S8 volumes and 1,963 pam- 
phlets, making a total of 13,851. It includes over 1,000 volumes 
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relating to America, among which are fine copies of Hakluyt, 
Purchas, and De Bry ; early productions of the Cambridge, 
Boston, and New York presses ; rare State histories, and the pub- 
lications of the various historical societies ; 3,000 volumes relat- 
ing to theology and ecclesiastical history ; 1,500 volumes of 
illustrated and fine-art publications ; over 1,000 volumes of natu- 
ral history, among which are the splendid folio works of Audubon 
and Gould ; over 400 editions of the Bible and New Testament, 
principally English and Latin ; 200 volumes of bibliography and 
literary history ; sixty or seventy volumes relating to numismat- 
ics ; nearly fifty manuscript books of hours and missals, beauti- 
fully illuminated ; voyages and travels in all parts of the world ; 
and many works of general history and belles-lettres. 

The exhibition of rare books and manuscripts was entirely 
rearranged in the Exbibitioo-Room before the day of reopening. 
A special feature was made of the earliest maps, l>ooks, and man- 
uscripts relating to America ; ori^nal copies of the oldest printed 
letters of Columbus, in Spanish, Latin, and German ; autograph 
letters of Diego Columbus, Nicolas de Ovando, Francisco Rol- 
dan, and other companions of the discoverer ; over thirty editions 
of Vespucius printed before 1530; all of the printed letters of 
Cortez in Spanish and Latin ; maps illustrating geographical 
discovery, as exhibited in manuscript and printed editions of 
Ptolemy's "Geography" and other works from 1475 to the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century ; the Lenox copper globe of about 
1510 ; M creator's world map of 1538 ; the oldest books printed in 
America — at Mexico from 1543 to 1615, at Lima from 1585 to 
1631, at Cambridge, in Massachusetts, from 1640 to 16S5, at Boston 
from 1675 to 1699, at Philadelphia from 1689 to i699,and at New 
York from 1693 to 1698 ; also the oldest publications relating to 
the English settlements in America, from Harlot's Virginia of 
1588 to Wood's J^ew Englandi Prospect of 1639. On the occasion 
of the visit to the Library of the Duke and Duchess of Veragna, 
in June, 1893, the exhibition was temporarily enlarged by a selec- 
tion, from the Lenox collections, of the printed claims and law- 
suits of descendants of Columbus, relating mostly to the title and 
estate of Veragua, and comprising about twenty documents in 
folio, dating from 1597 to 1792. 

The book accessions in 1893 were large and important, 
numbering 22,537 volumes and pamphlets ; 31,003 <>f these were 
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acquired by purchase, and 1,534 by gifL The library ot the 
Hon. George Bancroft, purchased on the ist of April, numbers 
14,606 volumes of printed books, 486 rolumea <rf manuscripts, 
and 4,648 pamphlets — a total of i9,740l Mr. Bancroft died on 
January 17, 1891. By his will he directed the historical manu- 
scripts to be first ofiEered for sale undivided to the Congressional 
Library, for which purpose they were to be reserved not longer 
than three years. The library was therefore appraised and offered 
to the Government for $75,000. The time limit having nearly 
expired, and no action having been taken by Congress, negotia- 
tions were opened on behalf of the Lenox Library, which resulted 
in the purchase of the entire collection of manuscripts and 
printed books. 

The importance of this acquisition, in supplementing the 
Lenox collections relating to American history, can hardly be 
overestimated. The manuscript and printed material gathered 
by Mr. Bancroft for his ffislery, especially for the period of 
the American Revolution, is probably unrivalled io its extent 
and variety. More than 300 folio volumes of transcripts from 
the public and private archives of England, France, and Germany 
attest the exceptional facilities he enjoyed while minister pleni- 
potentiary to Great Britain from 1846 to 1849, and to Prussia 
and the German Empire from 1867 to 1874. The original manu- 
scripts are of great value. First in importance are the papers of 
Samuel Adams, which were obtained from his grandson, Samuel 
Adams Wells, before 1850. They comprise over 1,300 letters ad- 
dressed to Mr. Adams, mostly from statesmen and others who 
were prominent in the Revolution, with drafts of replies and 
other documents, from 1764 to 1801, bound in nine folio volumes. 
The Minutes of the Boston Committee of Correspondence, from 
1772 to 1774, fill thirteen volumes; the letters and papers ad- 
dressed to the same Committee by other committees in New 
England and elsewhere, from 1773 to 1775, are in three volumes ; 
and the Vctts and Proceedings of the General Assembly of Mas- 
sachusetts, 1773-1774, fill two more. These papers, collectively, 
are characterized by Mr. Bancroft as the most valuable of all his 
acquisitions. They are " very numerous," he says; " taken togeth- 
er, they unfold the manner in which resistance to Great Britain 
grew into a system, and they perfectly represent the sentiments 
and the reasonings of the time. They are the more to be prized. 
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as much of the correspondence was secret, and has remained so 
to this day." Many of the documents "bUTe an interest," ns Pro- 
fessor Hosmer remarks, " scarcely inferior to that possessed by 
the Declaration of Independence itsell" There are two manu- 
script works by Samuel Adams Wells, one entitled Tie Life of 
Samuel Adams, the other, Samuel Adams and the Ameriean 
Revolution, in four volumes ; also a carefully arrange transcript 
of the letters and papers of Samuel Adams, in five volumes. 
Among other original manuscripts are the " Hawley Papers," 
1653-1789; the "Riedesei Papers," 1776-1783; the "Anspach 
Papers," 1776-1784 ; and various " Hessian Papers," 1776-1784. 
There are also autograph letters, bound and unbound, of George 
Washington, Benjamin Franklin, Joseph Warren, John Adams, 
John Quincy Adams, John Hancock, Thomas Jefferson, Alex- 
ander Hamilton, Baron Steuben, the Marquis de Lafayette, John 
Dickinson, Robert Morris, Horatio Gates, General Burgoyne, 
Thomas Paine, and very many others. 

The transcripts are numerous, and mostly well bound. They 
comprise : " Papers from the English State Paper Office," " Papers 
from Lansdowne House," " Papers from the French Archives," 
Austrian Papers," the " Bertholff Papers," the " Bernard Papers," 
the "Brunswick Papers," the "Chalmers Papers" on Carolina, 
Georgia, and Rhode Island, the " Golden Papers," " Connecticut 
Papers," the " Papers of Dr. Samuel Cooper," the " Ellsworth 
Papers," the "Correspondence of George III.," "Georgia Pa- 
pers," " German Papers," the " Glover Papers," " General 
Greene's Letter-Book," the " Hartley Papers," the " HoUis Pa* 
pers," the " Hutchinson Papers," the " W. S. Johnson Papers," the 
" Langdon-Elwyn Papers," the " Livingston Papers," " Hassachu> 
setts Papers," the "Mason Papers," the " Marion Papers," "Mary- 
land Papers," " New England Papers," " New York Papers," 
the " Patterson Papers," the " Thomas Penn Papers," " President 
Polk's Diary and Correspondence," " Letters of Governor Pow- 
nall to Dr. Cooper," "Prussian Papers," "Quebec Papers," the 
"Rush Papers," the "Schuyler Papers," "South Carolina Pa- 
pers," the "Stiles Papers," the "Strachey Papers," "Virginia 
Papers," the "Warren Papers," and the "Wajme Papers." 

Mr. Bancroft's own History of the United States, in its various 
printed editions, numbers nearly one hundred and fifty vol- 
umes ; and in its manuscript drafts and revisions, about fifty vol- 
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utnes more. Many of the former are filled with manuscript 
corrections and alterations, and crowded with cuttings and letters 
from correspondents. Of the printed books, about 8,000 volumes 
and 3,000 pamphlets relate to American history ; 2,000 volumes to 
English history and literature ; 1,500 volumes to German litera- 
ture and philosophy ; 1,000 volumes to French and Italian litera- 
ture ; 500 volumes to Greek and Roman literature ; the remainder 
to the fine arts, rose-culture, and miscellaneous subjects. There 
are presentation copies to Mr. Bancroft from Lord Byron, Earl 
Stanhope, Lord Mahon, Dean Milman, Lady Holland, Bunseo, 
Grote, Hallam, Buckle, Freeman, Dickens, Motley, Prescott, 
Everett, Longfellow, Emerson, and many other eminent persons. 
In American history there is a wealth of material. The collec- 
tion contains the early narratives of discovery, exploration, 
settlement, and history, by the Spaniards, the French, the English, 
the Dutch, and the Swedes ; including original editions of Ramu- 
sio, Hakluyt, and Purchas ; of Sagard, Hennepin, and Le Clercq ; 
of the Jesuit SeleUions of New France ; of Alsop's Maryland, 
Lederer's Carolina, Smith's Virginia, Penn's Penn^flvama, and 
^GQt^% Nov Jersey ; of the Leisler tracts, Bayard's trial, and Hors- 
manden's Journal of 1744 ; rare books and pamphlets relating to 
the Stamp Act and the War of the Revolution ; the courts- 
martial of Generals Schuyler, I.ee, St. Clair, and Arnold ; the 
trial of Major Andrg ; the literature of the War of 1813, of the 
War with Mexico, and of the Civil War ; State archives and public 
records ; State, county, and town histories ; publications of his- 
torical societies ; American biography and the writings of famous 
Americans ; books about the Indians and in the Indian lan- 
guages ; and various works treating of the political, social, and 
financial history of America. There are also atlases and many 
rare maps of America. One of the roost interesting things in the 
collection is the complete series, in four large copper-plate prints, 
of Amos Doolittle's colored views of the fights at Lexington and 
Concord, published at New Haven in December, 1775, which are 
believed to be, according to Duolap's History oj the Arii of De- 
sign, "thejlrst historical engravings ever executed in America." 

The miscellaneous book purchases number 1,363, many of 
them being notable for their rarity and value. First to be men- 
tioned are the large additions which were made to the collections 
already in the Library of the old Colonial Laws, Province Laws, 
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State Laws, and L^islative Journals, printed before 1800. In- 
cluding the donations received from Mr. Maitland, the acces- 
sions for the past year in this department alone amounted to 
over six hundred pieces. The chief purchase, which was made 
in February, consisted of 355 volumes and supplements of Massa- 
chusetts Laws, perpetual and temporary, extending in nearly 
unbroken lines from 1714(0 1774. The "Acts and Laws "printed 
from 1693 to 1696, and from 1699 to 1713, were already on our 
shelves. In December a fine copy, with untrimmed edges, of the 
oldest extant edition of The Book of the Gefural Lowes andUhertyes 
of Masiochusetts, printed at Cambridge in New England in 1660, 
was purchased at a London sale. Other additions to this special 
collection are as follows : the Massachusetts Laws printed at Lon- 
don in 1734, and the Perpetual Laws of 1789 ; several Massachu- 
setts Tax Acts, 1737-1783; the New Hampshire Laws of 1771, 
>vith supplements to 1774 ; the New Hampshire Acts and Laws 
printed at Exeter in 1776, the first collection published by the 
new State ; the New Hampshire Act of August, 1781, " for sup- 
plying the Continental Army with Ten Thousand Gallons of 
West-India Rum"; the Vermont Statutes of 1787, with supple- 
ments to 1790 ; several Connecticut Laws, 1764-1800 ; a fine copy 
of the first printed Laws of Rhode Island, Boston, 1719 ; an ex- 
traordinary series of 144 Rhode Island " Schedules," or printed 
Acts and Resolves, from 1753 to 1799; four Rhode Island 
"Schedules," in the original manuscript form, 1739-1745; the 
Rhode Island Laws of 1773 (reprint) and 179S; the Laws of New 
York, printed by William Bradford in 1736, with the supplements 
from 1736 to 1736 ; the revisions of New York Laws printed in 
1774 and 1789 ; various New York "Session Laws" from 1771 
to 1793 ; the New York " Session Laws" of 1796, the last printed 
in folio size; New York Assembly Journals for 1709, 1774. 1777- 
1779, 1784-1786, 1788, and 1794; the New Jersey Laws in the re- 
visions of 1776, 1784, and 1800 (both editions); the Laws of 
Pennsylvania, printed by Andrew Bradford in 1738, also the re- 
vision of 1783, and Dallas's collection, 1793-1801 ; Journals of the 
Honse of Representatives of Pennsylvania, 1783; the Laws of 
*' New-Castle, Kent and Sussex, upon Delaware," printed by Ben- 
jamin Franklin at Philadelphia in 1753 ; the Maryland Acts of 
Assembly, London, 1733, Bisset's Abridgment of the Maryland 
Acts, printed in 1759, and the Maryland Laws of 1787 ; Maryland 
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Votes and Proceedings of the Senate and House for 1777 and 
1791 ; the Tir]ginia Acts of Assembly, printed at London in 1737 ; 
the collection of Vii^aia Acts, Williamsburg, 1733, said to be 
the first book printed in Vii^nia, with the supplements of 1734, 
'73^1 i73St ^Qi^ 174° ; Mercer's Abridgment of the Public Acts 
of Virginia, printed at Williamsburg in 1737, with the continua- 
tion of 1739, and the Glasgow reprint of 1759 ; Virginia " Session 
Acts," from 1756 to 176a ; the revision of Vii^mia Acts published 
in 1769, with the supplementary "Session Acts" of 1770, 1771, and 
1773 ; the collections of Virginia Laws printed in 1785 and 1794; 
a fine copy, in the original binding, of the North Carolina Acts, 
Newbem, 1751, the first book printed in the Prorince, and gen- 
erally known as the "Yellow Jacket Laws"; Iredell's revision 
of North Carolina Laws, printed at Edenton in 1791, with sup- 
plements to 1800 ; Watkins's Digest of Geoi^a Laws, 1800 ; the 
Laws of Jamaica, 1738-1739, of Sc. Christopher, 1739-1740, of 
the Caribbee Islands, 1740, and of the Danish Colonics, 1756 ; 
also the Senate and House Journals, and the Acts passed, of the 
first two Congresse* of the United States, 1769-1794, in ten folio 
volumes. 

The purchases at the auction sale of books belonging to the 
late Dr. George H. Moore amounted to lai lots, or 148 pieces. 
They comprise nearly forty publications relating to New Eng- 
land, and especially to Church Government there, printed be- 
tween 1640 and 1693 ; Ady's works on witchcraft, 1656 and 1661 ; 
Cotton Mather's Cause ami Cure of a Wounded Spirit, Boston, 1693; 
the Tryals of Peter Boss, George Keith, Thomas Budd and William 
Bradford at Philadelphia, London (reprinted), 1693 ; Francis 
Makemie's Truths in a True Light, printed at Edinburgh in 1699 ; 
several publications of Thomas Bray relating to education and 
libraries in America, 1697-1707; Rev. John Wise's Churthes 
Quarrel Espoused, Boston, 1715 ; early New England publications 
oa banking and finance, 1730-1751, and on music and sing- 
ing, 1731-1738 ; works printed by William Bradford and other 
New York printers from 1713 to the close of the Revolution ; 
Fiores's Cakchiquel Grammar, printed at Guatemala in 1753, 
and an elementary work on the Indian language of Quito, also 
printed in 1753; the Trial of James Hill for attempting to set 
fire to the docks at Portsmouth, England, in aid of the American 
cause, London, 1777, in folio; Robert Morris's Statement of the 
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Accmais of Ike United States, 1781-1784, Philadelphia, 1785, in 
folio ; the first printed Ordinanee/or the Government of the Terri- 
tory North West of the River Ohio, 1787, in folio ; Schuyler's Re- 
marks on the Revenue of the State of New Kirit, Albany, 1796 ; Lieu L- 
CoL Desbarres's privately printed "Statement" of his services 
for the King in the War of the Revolution, 1796, in folio ; Edward 
Everett's poem entitled American Poets, printed in 1813 ; and 
numerous bibliographical works. 

Several of the rarest of the Jesuit Relations of New France 
are included in the year's accessions. The volume for 1631 came 
with twenty-one others in the Bancroft collection ; the volume 
for 1659, entitled Lettres envoHes de la Nouvelle France, Paris, 1660, 
and the Relation for 1665-66, Paris, 1667, with the supplementary 
letter, were purchased with others from the estate of the late Dr. 
George H. Moore. The Lenox set now contains the series com- 
plete in original editions without a break, from the first one, 
printed in 1633, to the forty-first and last, printed in 1673 ; be- 
sides eleven contemporary reprints and variations, including a 
Latin version of one ; all tc^ther, with the various duplicates, 
94 volumes. The Library already possessed original editions of 
Biard's Relation of 1616 ; of L'Allcmaot'B Lettre of 1636, Paris, 
1637 ; of Les Virttables Motifs de Messieurs et Dames de la Socilti de 
Nosire Dame de Monreal, 1643 ; and of the Lettre Circulaire de la 
Mort de la Reverende Mire Catherine de S. Augtutin, ReUgieuse Hos- 
pitaUh-e de Quebec, 1668. 

A remarkable manuscript on vellum of Ptolemy's Geogra- 
phic^ in Latin, belonging to the fifteenth century, about 1475, ^^ 
secured in February. The twenty-seven maps are beautifully 
drawn and colored by Nicolaus (Donis) Gcrmanus. This splendid 
codex, which evidently preceded Donis's edition printed at Ulm 
in 1483, was formerly in the library of the Hungarian Count Ap- 
ponyi. Several of the printed copies, dated 1513, 1543, and 1597, 
have also been added to our collection of Ptolemies, which now 
comprises about forty editions. Among other purchases relating 
more or less to America are the following : Lafreri's great atlas 
of the world, containing about one hundred lat^e maps and 
plans engraved on copper, from the designs of the best Italian 
cartographers, published at Rome and Venice from 1554 to 1573, 
and finally issued at Rome in one volume, with a general title- 
page, about the year 1573 ; a full size photograph (86 by 50 
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inches) of Sebastian Cabot's famous " Mappe-Monde " of 1544, 
preserved in the Natioaal Library at Paris, one of twenty-five 
copies reproduced ; the Speculum Cot^vgiorum of Alpbonsus i 
Vcracrucc, printed in Mexico, 1556, by Juan Pablos, the first 
American printer; two other books printed in Mexico, one by 
Pedro Ocharte in 1565, the other by Antonio de Espinosain 1566; 
a folio tract of two leaves, entitled A Note of the Skipping, Men, and 
Provisions sent to Virginia, in 1619 ; the original manuscript, in 
Dutch, of Jan de Laet's Navigatien naar West Jndien, about 1630 ; 
Gordon of Lochinvar's Encouragements for Such as shall have Inten- 
tion to bee Vnder-taiers in the New Plantation of Capt Briton, now 
New Galloway in America, Edinburgh, 1625 ; Exirakt des Registres 
du Conseil ttEstat, Paris, 1634, relating entirely to New France and 
the two rival companies trading there ; Major John Child's New 
Mnglands Jonas Cast up at London, 1647, containing a reprint of the 
first book of laws printed in Massachusetts, in 1642 ; Good Nevis 
from New England, London, 164S ; A True Description of Jamaica, 
London, 1657 ; Trattet de Paix conclus entre S. M. le Roy de France 
et Us Indiens du Canada, Paris, 1667; Increase Mather's first ac- 
knowledged publication, TJu Mystery of Israets Salvation, 1669 ; 
the original manuscript Narrative (43 pp.) of Phips's expedition 
to Canada in 1690, written by Rev. John Wise of Chebaco, chaplain 
to the expedition, and dated December 23d, 1690 ; an original 
manuscript journal, anonymous, of the same expedition (a8 pp.), 
dated Boston, January 3d, 1691 ; Klagte van eenige Zeeden dcr 
Nederduytse Hervormdt Kerk, in New Jersey, concerning the Rev. 
Mr. Frilinghuisen, printed at New York by William Bradford and 
John Peter Zenger, in 1725 ; the Gazeia de Mexico for 1722, and 
1728-1735 ; several publications relating to Mexico, 1755-1771 1 
Jeffcrys's West India Atlas, 1775 ; various publications relating to 
the Declaration by the Representatives of the United Colonies 
on taking up arms in 1775, the Provincial Congress of New 
Jersey in 1775, the capture of prizes in 1776, the exchange of 
prisoners in 1779, the plans for conducting the Hospital and In- 
spection Departments of the United States in 1780, and the trial 
of Major Andr6 in 1780 ; the Articles of Cot^ederation andPerpetual 
Union between the States, Exeter, 1777, in folio ; the New York and 
Massachusetts Debates on the Federal Constitution, printed in 
1788; Minutes of the Pennsylvania Convention on the Constitu- 
tion of the State, 1789, in folio ; various State constitutions, 1777 
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to 1793 ; Interesting Tracts relating to Jamaica, printed at St. Jago 
de la Vega, 1800, in quarto ; the Gateta de Guatentaia from 1797 to 
iSoa ; the printed "Archives" and "Public Records" of Connect- 
icut, New Hampshire, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Maryland ; 
Stevens's Facsimiles of Manuscripts in European Archives relating to 
America, vols. 16-18 ; the Raccolia dt Documenti e Studs, relating to 
Columbus, published by the Italian Goveroment ; works by Mr. 
Henry Hanisse and others concerning Columbus ; and various 
local histories. 

Among the early printed books bought in November there 
are two worthy of special mention. One is Higden's Poly 
chronicon, printed by Caxton in 148a, a fine and perfect copy of 
the most celebrated production of his press, genuine in every 
leaf. It was formerly in the Dent and Perkins collections, and 
while in Mr. Dent's possession was perfected from another copy. 
Only six perfect copies, including this one, are recorded by bibli- 
<^raphers. The other volume is a French translation of Josephus, 
entitled L'Hystoire de la BaSaille Judaigue, printed by Antoine 
Verard at Paris in 1493, in folia It is illustrated with one hun- 
dred and forty-three beautiful miniature paintings over wood-cuts, 
and is one of only two known copies on vellum, the other copy 
being in the National Library at Paris. The purchases also in* 
elude four books printed by Ulric Zell at Cologne in 1467 ; and 
the editio princeps of Suetonius, printed at Rome by Philip de Li- 
gnamine in 1470, which is generally regarded as the first produc- 
tion of his press. 

Another interesting feature was added to our special collections 
by the presentation, in November, by the Rev. Dr. Wendell Prime, 
of his remarkable collection of editions of "Don Quixote" and 
other works by Cervantes. The first edition of the first part of 
"Don Quixote" was printed at Madrid in 1605, since which date 
more than three hundred editions have appeared. Few other 
books, aside from the Bible, have had an equal popularity ; in 
this respect it is probably excelled only by Thomas k Kempis's 
"Imitation of Christ" and Bunyan's "Pilgrim's Progress." Dr. 
Prime's gift consists of four hundred and thirty-five volumes, of 
which two hundred and five are in English, one hundred and 
twenty-seven in Spanish, seventy-nine in French, fifteen in Ital- 
ian, eight in German, and one in Dutch. Among the early 
printed copies are the Madrid edition of 1608, and the Brussels 
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editions of 1607 aod itii i ; the first edition of the second part, 
Madrid, 1615, with the Brussels reprint of i6t6; the first com- 
plete English translation, by Thomas SbcUon, London, 1630 ; the 
French version of both parts, Paris, 1635 ; also ttie Noveias £x- 
trnpiares, printed at Brussels in 1614, and at Pamplona in 1615. 

The miscellaneous donations, not including the Prime collec- 
tion, amount to one thousand and eighty>nine. Mr. Maitland 
presented the original edition in folio of the Act of Parliament 
incorporating the Society for Promoting and Propitiating the 
Gospel in New England, printed in 1649 > ^f- Charles J. Hoadly 
presented the Connecticut Laws of 1796; Mr. Nestor Ponce de 
Leon gare a collection of ninety-four Spanish ordinances and 
documents, relating mostly to Mexico and Peru, printed from 
1767 to 1804, in addition to his gift in 1893 of three hundred and 
seventy-five documents of the same kind ; the Historical Society 
of Pennsylvania presented twenty-five books and pamphlets, 
mostly printed in Philadelphia from 1743 to 1798; Mr. Worth- 
ington C. Ford and Mr. Paul L. Ford sent forty-four volumes 
of their important publications ; Mr. Charles W. Frederickson 
gave a characteristic autograph letter of Charles Lamb, March 
39th, 1825, and a unique little volume with New England primer 
illustrations, entitled Tie Holy Bible in Verse, printed at Bos- 
ton in 1717, the work of an unrecorded American poet, Benja- 
min Harris, Jr. ; Mr. Samuel P. Avery presented a facsimile of 
the original manuscript of Keble's CAHslian Year, a number of 
works relating to Robert Bums, and an edition of the New Testa- 
ment in English, printed at Dort in 1601, which is not mentioned 
by bibliographers ; Mr. W. L. Andrews gave a copy of his publica- 
tion on the "Bradford Map," and an edition in folio of the Book 
of Common Prayer, printed at New York in 1795 ; from the Presi- 
dent of Johns Hopkins University was received a plaster cast of 
the Chaldean Flood Tablet, as restored by Professor Haupt ; 
from the municipality of Genoa, three mounted photc^raphs of 
original letters of Columbus, and Harrisse's Crisiofore Colombo e 
il Banio di S. Giorgio; from Mr. Henry Harrisse, a numlier of bis 
publications relating to Columbus ; from Mr, W. F. Havemeyer, 
reprints of Washington's " Journal," and other books ; and from 
Mr. William B. Isham, the manuscript Dividend Receipt-Book 
of the Stockholders of the Jersey Bank, 1S06-1814. 

The publications of the Lenox Library for 1893 consist of :

October. {3) " Letter of Columbus on the Discovery of America," 
a fac-stmile reprint of the pictorial edition of 1493, with English 
translation ; second edition, 49 pp., 1,000 copies, in May. (4) 
"Contributions to a Catalogue of the Lenox Library, No. VIL, 
The Waltonian Collection," 56 pp., aoo copies, in June. 

The total number of volumes and pamphlets on the shelves at 
the end of December, 1893, was 113,739. This includes over 700 
volumes of manuscripts. Divided between the several special 
collections, the count is as followa :

The Lenox collection comprises : Bibles in English, a.aoo 
volumes ; Bibles in other languages, 1,300 volumes ; books relat- 
ing to America, 5,000 volumes; books relating to Asia and 
Africa, 1,000 volumes ; block-books and specimens of early print- 
ing, 300 volumes ; Aldines or books printed by the Aldus family, 
150 volumes ; the "Roman Indexes "of prohibited and expurgated 
books, 70 volumes ; Shakespeare and Shakespeariana, 1,300 
volumes; Milton and Miltoniana, 350 volumes; Bunyan's Pil- 
grim's Progress and Bunyaniana, 400 volumes ; the " Westwood 
Collection" of Books on Angling and Ichthyology, 450 volumes ; 
biblic^raphy, 1,000 volumes ; painting and the fine arts, 500 
volumes ; Spanish manuscripts relating to America, aoo volumes ; 
the "Chalmers Papers," ai volumes. The Duyckinck collection, 
formed by Evert A. Duyckinck and George L. Duyckinck, was 
bequeathed in 1878. It relates largely to English and American 
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literary history and biography, poetry, and the drama ; with 
special collections of proverbs and aphorisms, books of 
emblems, books illustrated by Bewick, Anderson, and Cniik- 
shank, Greek and Latin classics, etc The Bancroft collection, 
purchased in 1893, and the Stuart collection, bequeathed in 189a, 
are both described in this report The Drexel collection, the 
legacy of Joseph W. Drexel, relating to the history and literature 
of music, was received in 1888. The Astoin collection, the gift 
of Felix Astoin, in 1884, comprises a good selection of modem 
French literature, belles-lettres, bibliography, and works on the 
fine arts. 

The Scottish Historical and Bums manuscripts, presented by 
the President of the Library in 1890, as described in the Annual 
Report for that year, were subsequently withdrawn from exhibi- 
tion, after having been examined by competent experts, who 
pronounced them to be forgeries.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1894. 

To THE Trustees or the Lenox Library : 

R 

The Lenox Library completes the first twenty-five years of 
its history with the record of 1894. The number of readers 
during the year was 6,922, and of books consulted, 35,761 ; the 
former being an increase of 4,017, and the latter an increase of 
16,509, over the corresponding numbers of 1893- In considering 
this growth, it should be remembered that the Library is not 
general in its character. While it is well supplied in a few 
departments of early history, printing, literature, and art, it is 
deficient in many others, particularly in scientific works. More 
than a quarter of the books used come under the comprehensive 
heading of American history, that being one of the subjects 
most fully represented among the special collections of the 
Library. Care has been taken to improve the efficiency of the 
Reading-room, and to provide for the wants of general readers, 
as well as for the requirements of special students. Separate 
tables have been reserved for the latter, with the privilege of 
using ink, under certain restrictions. But to meet the growing 
demands of the public, and especially to avoid overcrowding, two 
reading-rooms seem to be necessary ; one for ordinary reference 
purposes, and the other reserved for special work.

Cwd A subject catalogue of the Library was begun in July, apart . 

Ctulofoa. trom the author catalogue ; and in order to make it immediately 
available for readers, tfae card form was adopted. By Septem- 
ber, all of the titles in the printed catalogue of the Stuart collec- 
tion had been separately mounted, and placed under their 
respective subject headings in the new card-cases. The scope of 
the undertaking was then extended by manuscript titles to the 
Lenox and Bancroft collections, and to the new accessions. In 
August a beginning was made in transferring to cards the titles 
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of the author catalc^e in four volumes, prepared in 1889, the C yJ 
utility of which had been impaired by the interleaving of addi- 
tional titles, until there were several alphabets. By obtaining 
the services of two copyists, the work was finished in November, 
in a separate alphabet of 26,000 cards. The titles of the Stuart 
and Bancroft books, now being added, will increase the number of 
author entries to 40,000. When the two catalogues, subject and 
author, are finally brought together under one alphabet, after care- 
ful revision and correction, they will make a total of about 70,000 
cards. Several of the special collections, like the Bibles, the 
early printed books relating to America, and the manuscripts, 
are not yet catalogued with the others, but are reserved for 
separate lists, which may be consulted on application to the 
librarian. In June and July the shelf-marks for the books in 
the Stuart collection were recorded in the catalogue. 

The exhibition of rare books, maps, manuscripts, and auto* Eihibitkm 
graph letters, in the north hall, has been enlarged and partly '^o*'"- 
rearranged, preliminary to the making of a catalogue or guide- 
book for visitors. The number of cases for holding the exhibits 
has been increased to sixty. Much has been accomplished 
already in selecting and grouping the material, and it is expected 
that the hand-book will be ready to print before the close of sum- 
mer. The plan will be to illustrate, by early examples, the arts 
of writing, book-illuminating, and engraving; the early history 
of printing 00 both continents; the discovery, settlement, and 
history of America ; the oldest and most famous editions of the 
Bible in various languages ; and other masterpieces of literature 
in manuscript and print. A valuable codex of the Hebrew- 
Samaritan Pentateuch, loaned by the Rev. W. Scott Watson, was 
placed 00 exhibition in April. 

Some prepress has been made in the rearrangement of the Resmnge- 
early printed works 00 American history in the Reading-room gal- "'"°*" ""^ 
lery, many of the Bancroft books having been incorporated, but 
with their identity preserved by special book-plates. The collec- 
tion of American Colonial laws and legislative journals, which has 
been enlarged by frequent additions, is now shelved as a separate 
department The work of selecting duplicates in various parts 
of the Library, for disposal, has been carried on at intervals. 

In 1894 the book accessions amounted to 4,625 pieces, con- Book 
sisting of 2,463 purchases and a,i6a donations. Newspapers and Ae""**""- 
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pamphlets are included in this count, the former being reckoned 
by years as volumes. The names of 359 donors are given in the 
list at the end of the report. The total of volumes and pamphlets 
in the Library at the close of the year was 118,364, or of bound 
volumes alone, about 86,000. The several collections, as counted 
at the end of 1893, stand in this order :

Americui Among the acquisitions of the year the most remarkable are 
ewipapen. ^^^ early American newspapers, of which over 45.000 numbers 
were received within twelve months. Nineteen thousand of these 
bear dates from 1716 to 1800, including examples of nearly every 
important gazette of the Colonial and Revolutionary times. No 
other publications oSer material so fresh and ample for illustrat- 
ing the history, the social life, and the literature of the period. 

The collection begins with the first regular newspaper printed 
in America — the Boston News Letter — and includes nearly thirty 
other New England papers issued before 1800. The middle 
colonies come next : New York with fourteen journals, and 
Pennsylvania with ten, published before the attainment of Amer- 
ican independence in 178a. Of New York's first two newspapers, 
Bradford's Gazette and Zenger's Weekiy Jourtial, one covers nine 
of the years between 1730 and 1740, and the other extends from 
1733) the year of its commencement, to 1744, containing all of 
the numbers that were the cause of Zenger's celebrated libel 
trial. James Parker's Weekly Post Boy is nearly complete from 
1746 to 1758, and shows something for every year from 1759 to 
177a. The twenty-nine volumes of Gaine's New York Weekly 
Mercury, from 1755 to 1783, when it was discontinued, are still 
more remarkable for their completeness, many of the earlier and 
later years being quite perfect. In the volume for 1776 are the 
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fftre and curious issues of the same paper printed at Newark, Amnictn 
from September 21st to November ad, in favor of the American ""•''•P'" 
cause, together with the regular Royalist numbers, which ap- 
peared with but slight interruption at New York. The files of 
Weyman's New York Gazette^ of Holt's New York Journal, and of 
Rivington's New York Gasetteer, are equally interesting. The first 
runs from the prospectus, dated February i<S, 1759, to the middle 
of December, 1767; the second from its first issue, October 16, 
1766, to December, 1775 ; and the third from its prosp^ectus of 
March 18th, and commencement, April 33, 1773, to its destruc- 
tion in November, 1775, by an armed force from Connecticut 
There are also two years of Rivington's Royal Gautte, for 1779 
and 1780. The copy of Mecom's New York Pacquet for July 1 1, 
1763, is the first number of a venture which was probably not 
continued. 

The first news sheet that appeared in Pennsylvania, the ^M^r- 
ican Weekly Mercury, is represented by eight years, from 1733 
to 1741. The second journal published in the province, the fa- 
mous Pennsylvania Gazelle, starts in this collection wtth the first 
number printed by Franklin, October 3, 1739, on the first page 
of which is his introductory to the new undertaking. There are 
fifty-two volumes of this important record, extending to 1786. 
The files of the third, fourth, fifth, and sixth Pennsylvania papers 
are also very full : the Pennsylvariia Journal running from No. i, 
December 3, 1743, to 1788, with a few year gaps; the Pennsylvania 
Chronicle from No. i, January i6, 1767, to the last issue, Febru- 
ary 8, 1774 ; the Pennsylvania Packet from No. i, October 28, 1771, 
to 1 798 ; and the Pennsylvania Evening Post from No. i, January 24, 
1775, to 1778. Iht Preeman's Journalis also complete from No. i, 
April 35, 1781, to the end of 1784, In No. 37 of this paper, for 
October 34, 1781, there is printed in large type the news of the 
surrender of Comwallis at Yorktown, fuller particulars of which 
are given in a broadside sheet "Postscript," headed by a cut of 
the Royal arms turned upside down under the arms of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the inscription : "How are the Mighty fallen." The 
two southern newspapers are fine specimens: the Soulh Carolina 
Gatette containing fifty-one numbers from January to December, 
1744, and the Yirginia Gaaeitt running from No. 9, February 38, 
1751, to No. 102, December 33, 1732. 

Several of the newspapers appeared in mourning on account 
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for awhile. Both the Petmsylvama Gasette and the Penruyivama 
Journal cuae out with heavy black borders, Rnd the latter accom- 
panied its annouocemcDt of suspension with a pair of death's 
skulls and cross-bones, to which were added the inscriptions: 
" Expiring, in Hopes of a Resurrection to Life again," and "An 
Emblem of the Effects of the Stamp. O! the fatal Stamp." At 
least two of the papers issued news sheets at this time without 
their regular titles, which were replaced by the conspicuous 
headlines : "No Scamped Paper to be bad." The only issue of 
the ComtitutiomU Courant, No. i, for September si, 1765, was 
elicited by the same obnoxious act. It bas for a beading the de- 
vice of a snake cut in parts, one for each colony, and the motto, 
"Join or die." At the end is the fictitious imprint: "Printed 
by Andrew Marvel, at the Sign of the Bribe refused, on Consti- 
tution Hiil, North -America." It is said to have been privately 
printed by William Goddard at Parker's printing office in Wood- 
bridge, New Jersey. 

The first lot was secured in January by the purchase of Dr. 
Thomas Addis Emmet's collection. Of the 31,000 numbers 
which it contained, 2,500 were printed in New England from 
1748 to 1828 ; 3,900 in New York from 1755 to 1839 ; 70 in New 
Jersey from 1776 to 1799; 6,400 in Pennsylvania from 1729 to 
r835 ; 3,200 in Maryland from 1785 to i8it ; 300 in Washington 
from 1805 to 1828; 140 in Virginia and South Carolina from 
1744 to 1760; 5,700 in the Northern and Southern States from 
1859 to 1868; and i,300 in England. Massachusetts was repre- 
sented by the Boston Evening Post, the Boston Gazette, Green and 
Russell's Boston Post Soy, the Boston Chronicle, the Massachusetts 
^y, the Essex Gautte, the New England Chronicle, the Massachusetts 
Centinel, the Columbian Centinel, and the Salem Gautte; New 
Hampshire by the New Hampshire Gautte and the Freeman's 
Journal ; Rhode Island by the Providence Gazette ; Connecticut 
by the Connecticut Courant, the Connecticut Gazette, the New Haven 
Gaeette, and the Bee ; New York by Gaine's New York Mercury, 
Holt's New York Journal, Rivington's Ne%v York Gazetteer and 
Eeyal Gazette, the Royal American Gautte, Freneau's Time Piece, 
the New York Gazette, and the New York Evening Post ; New Jer- 
sey by the Newark edition of Gaine's New York Gazette and 
Weekly Mercury, the New Jersey Gazette, and the Centinel of Free- 
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dam; Pennsylvania by the Pennsylvama GoMttte, tht Pennsyhiam'a Americui 
/ournal, the Pennsylvania Chronicle, the Pennsylvania Packet, the "ewtp-pen. 
Pennsylvania Ledger, the Pennsylvania Evening Post, the Royal Penn- 
sylvania Gazette, the Independent Gazetteer, Ihe Pennsylvania Mer- 
cury, the Gazette of the United Stales,t\\e Federal Gazette, the General 
Advertiser, the Aurora and General Advertiser, Bache's Philadelphia 
Aurora, Porcupine's Gazette, the Country Porcupine, the Fayette Ga- 
utte, and the National Gazette ; Maryland by the Maryland Journal, 
the Maryland Gazette, the Baltimore Daily Intelligencer, the Baiti' 
more Evening Posi,thc American, and the Whig; Washington by 
the National Intelligencer; Virginia by the Virginia Gazette; and 
South Carolina by the South Carolina Gazette, The Civil War 
papers comprise files or specimens of more than thirty different 
publications. The London Chronicle of 1757-1765 and the Edin- 
burgh Advertiser of 1772-1773 were also included in the same 
purchase. 

Another lot of 2,150 numbers was bought at the same time, 
which contained the Boston Evening Post for 1770 ; the Boston 
Gazette for 1 756-1758 ; the Boston Chronicle for 1 767-1769; Brad- 
ford's New York Gazette for 1733-1736, 1738-1740 ; Zenger's New

At the sale of Dr. George H. Moore's library, in February, 
3,500 more numbers were obtained, the most important being

By an exchange of duplicates with the New York Historical 
Society in the summer, four hundred and sixty numbers were 
received, principally early issues of Gaine's New York Mercury, 
and of other New York and Connecticut papers from 1734 to 
1789. The subsequent newspaper purchases are as follows : in 
September, a file of Zenger's New York Weekly Joumaliar 1741- 
1744; in October, over one hundred numbers of Pennsylvania

Some rare opportunities were offered, by the 
dispersal of two valuable private collections, for strengthening 
the special departments of American history, Bibles, early edu- 
cational books, and old English literature.

Moore's library, in February, numbered one hundred and one "<*"'*■ 
lots, containing six hundred and fifteen pieces. The library of 
the late George Livermore, sold by auction at Boston, in Novem- 
ber, supplied two hundred and tea lots as catalogued, compris- 
ing four hundred and forty-nine pieces. Many volumes were 
also received from other sources, and by donation. Starting 
with the early publications relating to America and to the prog- 
ress of geographical discovery generally, only a brief summary 
can be given, with separate titles of a few of the more impor- 
tant;

The American historical manuscripts purchased at the sale of Manuscripts. 
Dr. Moore's library, aod received from other sources, include 
some of very considerable importance. The earliest, and one of 
the most valuable, is the long autograph letter, in five folio 
pages, of Rev. Jonas Michaelius, the first minister of the Dutch 
Reformed Church in America, addressed to the Rev. Adrian 
3 
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MoDuscripts. Smotitius in Amsterdam, and dated from the island of Manhatas 
in New Netherland, August nth, 1628. This well -known manu- 
script, which was discovered many years ago in Holland, is the 
oldest known document written on the spot where New York 
now stands, and the account it gives of the country and its in- 
habitants is of great interest. There is also an autograph letter 
of Captain Israel Stoughton to Governor Winthrop, of Massa- 
chusetts, in 1637, treating of the disposal of fifty Indian women 
and children who had been taken prisoners in the Pequot war. 
Rev. Thomas Shepard's manuscript diary, from November 35, 
1640, to March 30, 1644, came also from Dr. Moore's collection, 
having been formerly in the possession of Rev. Thomas Prince 
and Rev. Ezra Stiles. It Is inscribed : "This booke I leave with 
my son Thomas ; Try all things and hold fast that which is good." 
The original book of testimony taken in the trial of Hugh Par- 
sons for witchcraft, at Springfield, in 1631, is mostly in the hand- 
writing of William Pynchon, but with some entries by Secretary 
Edward Rawson. This volume was at one time owned by Samuel 
G. Drake, who printed it in the appendix to his Annals of 
Witchcraft. Diego de Cordova's Teatro de la Santa Iglesia Afetro- 
polUana of Lima is in the author's autograph, signed by him, 
and finished March 5, 1650. A collection of manuscripts of 
the Dutch West India Company, formerly in Mr. Brevoon's pos- 
session, comprises eighteen documents written in, or relating to, 
Brazil, from 1634 to 1670, among which are original letters of J. 
van Bronckoven, Count John Maurice of Nassau, Caspar Bar- 
laeus, Gulielmus Piso, and others ; fourteen documents relating 
to New Netherland, from 1650 to 1660, among them being letters 
by Nicasius de Sille, written in New Amsterdam, and a paper by 
William Usselinx, on the proposed establishment of a new South 
Company in 1636 ; and fourteen documents relating to the re- 
capture of New York by Commodores Evertsen and Biockes in 
1673, including the secret instructions for that purpose, and the 
cypher key, dated 1671. Several papers were received relating 
to the Province of Maine, 1659-1676 ; and to Virginia, 1676- 
1681. Six original Salem witchcraft documents of 1693 and 1693, 
which formerly belonged to Samuel G. Drake, include the ex- 
aminations of Tittuba and Mary Clark, the depositions of Mercy 
Lewis and William Beale against Philip English, and two indict- 
ments against Philip English. John Gyles's Memorial of his 
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straDge adventures and signal deliverances, from the time he was Mwrnscripui, 
taken captirc by the Indians in 1689, is apparently an earlier and 
somewhat different account than the one printed at Boston in 
1736. An original land survey in the autograph of George 
Washington, dated April 3, 1751, was presented by Mr. Have- 
meyer, A document entitled Short Hints towards a Scheme for a 
General Union of ye Brittish Colonies on the Continent, writKu by 
Meshech Wcare, of New Hampshire, in 1754, and a paper of /«- 
siructions for the delegates of Lancaster and other districts in 
Virginia to the Annapolis Convention in 1786, indorsed in Gen- 
eral Washington's handwriting, were received from Mr. Maitland. 
Among other manuscripts obtained from Dr. Moore's collec- 
tion are a dozen relating to the Plymouth or Kennebeck Com- 
pany, 1754-1756; eight documents in print and manuscript con- 
cerning New Hampshire and its boundary line, the proprietors 
of the township of Bow, and the Sherburne case, 1751-1773; 
Thomas Paine's own account of his conduct and services in 
America, in six folio pages, originally enclosed in his letter to 
Henry Laurens, January 14, 1779; Baron Sobolewski's manu- 
script memoranda and bibliographical notes relating to his 
famous set of De Bry's voyages ; and the autograph manuscript 
of Dr. John G. Shea's English translation of Juan de Santander's 
Memorial on New Mexico of 1630. There are also modern tran- 
scripts of George Donne's Virginia Jieviewed, about 1640, from 
the Harleian manuscripts; of a draft for the erection of a bish- 
opric in Virginia, about 1660, from the original in All Souls 
College ; of an Appeal to the Men of New England, 1689 ; of a 
Particular Account for the late Revolution at Boston, 1689 ; of an Ac- 
count of the Colonies and Provinces of New England, 1 689 ; of a True 
Account of the witchcraft trials at Salem in New England, 1692 ; 
of Propositions made by the Five Nations of Indians, from Bradford's 
New York edition of 1698; of Dr. Bray's Biblietkeca Americana 
Quadripartita:, oT cAtalogaes ot libraries sent to America in 1700 
and 1701 ; of Alexander Campbell's True and fust Vindication, 
from the New York edition of 1733 ; and of the Letters ef Horten^ 
tius in the New Jersey Gazette, 1777-1778. Dr. Moore's own 
manuscript memoranda and papers Include bis bibli(^raphical 
notes on the Massachusetts Laws and Journals ; his notes on the 
history of printing in New York ; his collection of material 00 
the statutes at lai^e of New York from 1664 to 1691, with tran- 
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Maiiu&cripti. scripts of the Ncw York Minutcs of Council from j6S6 to 1688, 
and from 1693 to 1694; and his notes and transcripts re- 
lating to Colonel Thomas Dongan, Governor of New York 
from 1683 to 1688. A collection of between thirty and forty 
letters, addressed to the Hon. Joel R. Poinsett, on Spanish- 
American affairs, from 1S15 to 1840, was presented bj Mr. 
Thoraas A, Janvier. The manuscript of Henry Harrisse's work 
on the Diseovery 0/ North Ameriea, forming ten folio volumes, was 
received in March. 

Three other manuscripts remain to be noticed. The first 
one, which was purchased in May, is "J/r. Lee's Plan, i^th 
March, 1777," as endorsed by Henry Strachey, secretary to Lord 
and Sir William Howe. In this unaddressed and unsigned 
document of eight folio pages General Charles Lee, while 
held prisoner of war by the British, proposed to the Howes a 
plan for subjugating the Americans. This evidence of Lee's du- 
plicity, in his own handwriting, was discovered in 1857, and 
formed the basis of Dr. Moore's well-known book on the Trea- 
son of Charles Lee. The second document was a gift from Mr. 
Maitland. It is Thomas Jefferson's autograph draft of a pro- 
posed constitution for Virginia, written in June, 1776, with a 
preamble containing many sentences which were repeated sub- 
sequently in the Declaration of Independence. Jefferson's own 
account of this most important state paper is given in a letter to 
Judge Woodward, dated April 3, 1825, as follows : 

" I was then at Philadelphia with Coogrett ; and knowing that the ConvcQ- 
tion o( ViTgioia wu «ng^ed in forming a plan of government, I turned my mind 
to the same subject, and drew a ikelch or outline of a Cotistitution, with a pre- 
amble, which I sent to Mr. Pendleton, president of the convention, on the meic 
possibility that it might suggest something worth incorpOTation into that befoie the 
convention. He informed me attenrards by letter, thai he received it on the dsy 
on which the Committee of the Whole had reported to the House the plan they 
bad agreed to j that that hod b«en to long in hand, to disputed inch by inch, and 
the subject of so much altercation and debate ; that they were worried with the 
contentions it had produced, and could not, from mere laMitode, have b«en in- 
duced to open the inttniineni i^ain ; but that, being pleased with the Preamble to 
mine, they adopted it in the House, by way of amendment to the Report of the 
Committee ; and thus my Preamble became tacked to tbe work of Geoige Mason. 
The Const ilut ion, with the Preamble, was passed on the 39th of June, and the 
Committee of Congrcst had only the day before that reported to that body the 
draught of the Declaration of Independence. The fact is, that that Preamble was 
prior in composition to the Declaiatlon ; and both having the same object, o( jus- 
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The third manuscript, also presented by Mr. Maitland, is Jeffer- 
son's autograph draft of a proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, admitting Louisiana into the Union 
in 1S03, with a note in pencil by James Madison, the Secretary 
of State. 

A set of Mr. Eadweard Muybridge's Animal Locomotion, com- Miscelb- 
prising the complete series of 781 phototype sheets of illustra- "JJltoo,^ 
tioQs, bound in eleven atlas folio volumes, was added to the Li- 
brary shelves in July, at the expense of Mr. Maitland. The great 
importance of this work for artistic and scientific purposes is 
generally recc^nized by specialists. Of the thirty-six complete 
sets which were published, twenty-one are in European libraries 
and fifteen in America, this being the only one that is accessible 
to New Yorkers. In April, Dr. P. H. Vandcr Weyde made an 
offer to present his collection of scientific books to the Library, 
and a portion of it was delivered, pending the action of the trus- 
tees. At the request of the Duke of Veragua a list of the manu- 
script and printed literature relating to Columbus in the posses- 
sion of the Library was prepared for him, and in return he sent 
a manuscript catalogue of his own collection of documents, with 
photographs of himself and son. The published statement that 
the manuscripts themselves were presented to the Library is en- 
tirely without foundation. 

The miscellaneous donations include a set of the Monthly Re- 
view, with the indexes, from its beginning in 1749 to 1831, from Mr. 
Mattland; a number of valuable books from Mr. William F. 
Havemeyer, Mr. William Allen Butler, and Mr. Samuel P. Avery ; 
a set in eleven folio volumes of the Bible for the use of the blind, 
from the American Bible Society ; a large volume on the Uni- 
form of the Army of the United States, 1774-1889, from Briga- 
dier-General R. N. Batchelder, of the United States War 
Department ; Rogers's Collection of Prints in Imitation of Draw 
ings, London, 1778, from Mr. William J. Brown ; the Dris- 
ler Minute and bronze medal, from the trustees of Columbia 
College; the Facsimile of Poor Richarcts Almanack, with intro- 
duction by John Bigelow, and notes on the portraits, from 
the club of Duodecimos ; the Facsimile of the Laws and Acts of 
New York, as originally printed by William Bradford in 1694, 
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from the Grolier Club; the Deeumenta Seiecta e Tabularie Stcrt' 
to Vaticaiio, Rome, 1893, relating to Columbus and the Discov- 
ery of America, one of twenty-five copies printed, from Mr. J. C. 
Heywood ; Lane's Arabic-English Lexicon, in eight volumes, from 
Mr. Archer M. Huntington ; and a set of Handel's Overtures in 
eight volumes, from Mrs. Helen Weston. 

1 In August, 1893, a commencement was made for the first 
time in binding the accumulations of the Library. About seventy 
volumes were done in 1893, and nearly fifteen hundred in 1894, 
incUiding a large number of art publications ia folio size, old 
American newspapers, colonial laws, periodicals, and reference 
books. Particular care has been taken in binding the old news- 
papers, each year being put In a separate volume, with the num- 
bers interleaved by stifE manilla paper. A set of special book- 
plates was devised and adopted by the trustees to distinguish the 
various collections. These designate: (r) the ordinary pur- 
chases, (2) the ordinary gifts, (3) the collections made by Mr. 
Lenox, (4) the Duyckinck library, {5) the Astoin library, (6) the 
Drexel Musical library, (7) the Robert L, Stuart library, and (8) 
the library of Geoi^e Bancroft. To these will be added another 
for the Wendell Prime collection of editions of Don Quixote. 

On account of the increase of readers, the number of regular 
assistants for the librarian and the reading-room was increased 
during the year from seven to nine, including another cataloguer. 
Evening sessions after library hours have also been held since 
January, 1S94, for the purpose of collating, listing, and preparing 
the old newspapers for binding, for attending to the correspond- 
ence, for supervising and furthering the work on the catalogue, 
and for collating the new accessions and entering them in the 
Accession Book. The usual summer vacations were so arranged 
that the Library was kept open throughout the year, for the con- 
venience of both residents and visitors.
